The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address: 
Dear  Bretheex  of  tile  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

Our  last  Convention  was  a  memorable  period  in  the 
liistory  of  this  Diocese.  We  then  elected  a  Bishop  to  be 
my  assistant  while  I  live,  and  if,  as  it  is  most  probable,  lie 
should  survive  me  to  be  my  successor  when  I  die.  In  mak- 
ing this  election  we  implored  the  guidance  of  Almighty 
God,  and  we  are  entitled  to  the  cheering  hope  that  we  re- 
ceived it. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Lyman,  who  was  chosen,  has  been  long- 
known  and  honored  in  the  Church,  many  important  posi- 
tions in  which  he  has  filled  with  ability  and  success,  and  is 
to  me  a  friend  of  many  years  acquaintance,  with  wliom  I 
can  gladly  co-operate. 

He  has  been  received  in  the  Diocese,  so  far  as  he  has 
been  able  to  visit  it,  with  the  cordiality  and  the  affectionate 
respect  which  North  Carolina  is  accustomed  to  exhibit  to- 
wards her  Bishops,  and  wherever  he  has  gone  his  services 
and  social  intercourse  have  tended  to  justify  those  feelings. 

Immediately  after  the  Convention  of  la.st  year,  on  the 
1st  day  of  June,  I  preached  in  St.  John'.H  Church,  Fayette- 
ville,  and  there  confirmed  fourteen  persons,  and  on  the  same 
day  in  St.  Joseph's  Church,  in  that  town,  after  a  sermon  by 
the  Rev.  Creorge  Patterson,  I  confirmed  twelve  persons. 

June  2d:  In  the  village  of  Rockfish,  Cumberland  county, 
I  consecrated  Christ  Church.  This  building  has  been  long 
used  for  public  worship  by  the  ministers  of  the  Church,  but 
was  not  its  property  until  ver}' recently,  when  Mr.  Oakman, 
the  proprietor  of  the  Rockfish  Factory,  generously  nmde  it 
a  gift  to  the  Church.  In  the  service,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Huske 
read  the  instrument  of  consecration,  I  preached  the  sermon,

and  culniinistered  tlie  Holy  ('.'oiiim union,  assisted  by  Dr. 
Watson,  and  Messrs.  Benton,  Bland,  Flythe,  Lannoiir  and 
Patterson  of  the  Clergy. 

June  4th:  At  St.  Augustine's  Chapel,  Raleigh,  I  preached 
and  confirmed  five  persons. 

June  ()th:  At  Clinton,  during  morning  prayer  I  admitted 
to  Priest's  orders  the  Kev.  Edward  Robins  Rich,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Patterson  presenting  tlie  candidate,  and  together  with 
the  Rev.  J.  R.  Joyner  unitini;  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 
The  sermon  was  preached  h\  hk.'.  In  the  evening  after  a 
sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Patterson,  I  confirnicd  two  persons. 

July  loth:  In  St.  James'  Church,  Wilmington,  I  received 
to  the  order  of  Deacons  two  candidates,  viz :  Alexander 
Overby  and  Nathaniel  Harding,  Dr.  Watson  preaching  the 
sermon  and  presenting  the  candidates. 

July  18th:  I  confirmed  in  private  a  member  of  St.  John's 
Parish,  Wilmington. 

July  27tli:  In  Wadesboro  I  preached  twice,  administered 
the  Holy  Communion,  baptized  two  children  and  confirmed 
two  persons. 

August  1st:  I  preached  at  Shelby  in  the  morning,  and  in 
the  evening  at  Cleaveland  Springs,  and  there  baptized  a 
child. 

August  2nd:  I  preached  at  Rutherfordton. 

August  3d:  At  the  same  place,  in  the  morning,  Ipreached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  evening 
after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Buel,  I  confirmed  one 
person. 

August  9th:  At  Haw  Creek  Chapel,  in  Buncombe  county, 
I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person. 

August  10th:  In  Trinity  Church,  Asheville,  I  preached 
twice,  administered  the  Communion  and  confirmed  six 
persons. 

August  14th :  I  preached  at  the  Warm  Springs  in  Madi- 
son county. 

August  17th:  In  Trinity  Church,  Asheville,  at  morning. 
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prayer,  I  preached  and  admitted  to  Deacon's  orders  George 
Hamilton  Bell.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Buel.  In  tlie  afternoon  I  preached  at  Beaver  Dam 
Chapel,  near  Asheville. 

August  19th:  I  preached  at  Leicester  and  administered 
the  Communion. 

August  21st:  At  AVaynesville  I  preached,  confirmed  two 
persons  and  administered  the  Communion. 

August  24th:  At  Calvary  Church,  Henderson  county,  I 
preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and  administered  the 
Communion. 

August  26th:  I  preached  at  Hendersonville. 

August  27th:  In  the  Church  of  St.  John  in  the  Wilder- 
ness, in  Henderson  county,  I  preached  and  confirmed  one 
person. 

August  29th:  At  Brevard,a  place  I  had  never  before  visi- 
ted, I  met  a  good  congregation,  preached  and  administered 
the  Hol}^  Communion. 

August  31st:  In  the  morning,  at  Glencoe,  in  Buncombe 
county,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and  administered 
the  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  at  a  private 
house,  near  Asheville. 

September  7th:  In  the  morning  I  preached  in  Trinity 
Church,  Asheville.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed nine  persons  in  the  Chapel  of  the  colored  congrega- 
tion in  that  town. 

September  11th:  In  Grace  Church,  Morganton,  after  a 
sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Buel,  I  confirmed  four  persons,  and 
on  the  same  day  another  in  private. 

September  r2th,  a.m.:  In  the  same  Church,  I  admitted  to 
Deacon's  orders  Mr.  Edmund  Noah  Joyner,  the  candidate 
being  presented  by  Mr.  Buel  and  the  sermon  preached  by 
me.     In  the  afternoon  service  I  preached  again. 

September  lotli:  In  the  new  and  growing  village  of 
Hickory,  in  Catawba  county,  I  preached  to  a  good  congre- 
gation and  confirmed  four  jK^rsons. 
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September  14th,  a.  m.:  In  St.  Jauies'  Church,  Lenoir,  I 
preaclied  and  confirmed  seven  persons,  p.  m.  I  preached  in 
a  rustic  chapel  near  the  vilkige,  and  tliere  confirmed  two 
persons. 

September  IGth :  I  }>reached  in  a  Methodist  Cliurch  near 
the  vilhige  of  Patterson,  kindly  otfered  us  for  the  service, 
and  there  administered  the  Holy  Communion.

September  23d:  At  Ciwinn's  Chapel  I  preached,  confirmed 
six  persons  and  administered  the  Communion. 

September  2r)th:  At  Statesville  T  preached  twice  and  ad- 
ministered the  Communion. 

September  27th :  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  in  a  mission 
chapel  near  Lincolnton,  and  at  night  in  St.  Luke's  Church 
in  that  village,  where  I  confirmed  nine  persons. 

September  28th:  In  the  same  Church  I  preached  again, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

September  20th  :  In  the  Chapel  at  High  Shoals,  in  Gas- 
ton county,  I  preached,  confirmed  nine  persons  and  admin- 
istered the  Communion. 

October  1st :  I  preached  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte. 

October  2d  :  In  the  same  Church  I  preached  again,  and 
confirmed  fourteen  persons. 

September  4th:  In  St.  James'  Church,  Iredell  county,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

September  oth :  In  Christ  Church,  Rowan  county,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

September  Oth,  a.  m.:  In  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Rowan 
county,  I  preached,  p.  m.  In  St.  Luke's,  Salisbury,  I  preach- 
ed and  confirmed  twenty-nine  persons. 

September  7th  :  In  the  same  Church  I  preached,  con- 
firmed three  persons  and  administered  the  Communion, 
and  afterwards  confirmed  a  sick  person  in  private. 

September  10th  :  At  a  private  house  in   Anson  county  I 
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<:onfirmed  a  sick  person  and  administered  the  Communion 
to  the  same,  and  in  the  evening  in  Calvary  Church,  Wades- 
hoTO,  I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person.

An  effort  is  about  being  made  to  erect  a  church  for 
the  use  of  our  own  Communion  in  that  growing  town,  and 
I  am  happy  tj  believe  that  this  meets  with  the  approbation 
of  the  Moravian  community  generally,  between  whicli.and 
our  own  Church,  there  has  always  prevailed  a  strong  feel- 
ing of  brotherly  kindness. 

November  13th :  At  Reidsville,  in  Rockingham  county, 
I  preached  in  tlie  Baptist  Cliurch.  Reidsville  is  a  rapidly 
growing  place,  where  the  regular  services  of  the  Church  are 
earnestly  desired,  and  a  building  for  their  celebration  very 
much  needed. 

November  15th  :  I  preached  at  the  Mountain  Chapel,  in 
Rockingham  county. 

November  16th  :  In  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Leaks- 
Vilie,  I  preached  twice,  in  the  last  instance  to  a  colored  con- 
;:^regation,  and  confirmed  four  persons. 

November  r.ith  :  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh. 

November  20th:  In  St.  Augustine's  Chapel,  in  that  city, 
I  admitted  to  Deacon's  orders  a  colored  candidate,  Prince 
T-  Rogers,  who  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mason.  The 
sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  J.  E.  C.  Smedes. 

November  2od  :  At  Abbottsburg  I  preached  twice  and 
baptized  an  infant. 

December  11th  :  In  Christ's  Church,  Raleigh,  I  took  part 
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ill  the  coiisecratiou  of  the  Rev.  Theodore  Benedict  Lymau, 
I).  D.,  now  Assistant  Bisliop  of  tliis  Diocese.  The  services 
were  in  a  high  degree  solemn  and  impressive,  and  at  the 
same  time  animated  and  cheering.  The  venerable  Bishoj> 
of  Maryland  presided  at  great  inconvenience  to  himself,  be- 
cause of  his  feeble  heath,  and  exhibited  thereby  a  mark  of 
his  strong  alfection  for  Dr.  Lyman,  who  had  studied  under 
him  as  a  pupil,and  served  under  him  as  Deacon  and  Presbyter.. 
The  presence  of  l^ishop  Wliittingham  was  the  more  grati- 
fying because  I  had  also  been  under  his  Episcopal  authority 
for  ten  years,  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  present  at  that 
time  had  occupied  the  same  relation  to  him  as  their  spirit- 
ual father.  The  sermon  delivered  on  that  occasion  by  the 
Bishop  of  Easton  was  not  onh'  such  as  greatly  to  gratify  ijt 
tlie  time  the  large  body  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  who  heaT<J 
it,  but  to  be  a  possession  of  permanent  value  to  the  Church. 
In  the  evening  at  the  same  Church  Bishop  Lyman  preached 
and  administered  the  rite  of  contirmation  to  a  class  of  seveji 
persons,  whom  I  afterwards  briefly  addressed.

December  ir)th :  I  preached  in  St.  Mary's  Churchy 
(Jrange  county. 

24th  :  I  celebrated  a  marriage  in  Wilmington. 

25th :  l\\  Wilmington  I  baptized  a  child  in  private. 

1874— January  4th  :  In  St.  John's  Church,  AVilmingtoD^ 
I  admitted  to  Deacon's  orders,  Mr.  Nymphas  Edgar  Price^ 
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The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Patterson,  the 
sermon  preached  by  me. 

January  20th :  I  confirmed  in  private  a  sick  member  of 
St.  Mark's  Parish,  Wihnington. 

January  28th  :  In  Calvary  Cliurcii,  Wadesboro,  I  cele- 
brated a  marriage. 

January  30th:  I  preached  in  the  same  church,  and 

February  1st:  Preached  twice  therein,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion. 

February  8th:'*'I  preached  twice  in  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
Goldsboro,  administered  the  Holy  Communion  and  con- 
firmed twelve  persons.

1  liavc 
celebrated  the  Lord's  Sup})er  on  thirty-eight  occasions  of 
visitation  and  ordination,  besides  the  celebrations  which 
have  occurred  in  the  ordinary  services  of  the  Church.  I 
have  officiated  at  three  marriages,  and  consecrated  three 
churches. 

During  the  year  I  have  received  to  Deacon's  orders  six 
persons,  viz :  Alexander  Overby,  Nathaniel  Harding, 
George  Hamilton  Bell,  Edmund  Noah  Joyner,  Prince  Tu- 
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nisoii  Kogors,  an<l  Xyinplms  Kduur  i'licc,  and  to  Priest's 
orders  two  persons,  viz:  Edward  Robins  {{icli  and  Charles 
•Tared  Curtis. 

Four  Clergynion  have  been  niuiVL-d  ^nlu  the  Diocese  by 
letters  dimissory,  viz:  I^ev.  Aristides  S.  Sniitli,  who  has 
taken  charge  of  St.  Clement's  Churcli,  Kingv/ood,  Ilaliiax 
county;  Rev.  William  T.  Helms,  from  tiie  Diocese  of  Ten- 
nessee, who  has  accepied  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Beaufort;  Rev.  John  T.  Wheat,  D.  D.,  also  of  the 
Diocese  of  Tennessee,  who  has  become  Rector  of  St.  Barna- 
bas' Church,  Greensboro,  and  the  Ilev.  S.  II.  S.  Gallaudet, 
fron^  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  wlio  has  accepted 
the  Rectorship  of  Christ  Cliurch,  Elizabeth  City. 

On  the  other  hand  we  have  lost  by  removal,  the  Ilev. 
Richard  II.  .Tones  and  the  Pev.  Alexander  Overby,  trans- 
ibrred  to  the  Diocese  of  A'irginia.  The  Rev.  Edward  W. 
Gilliam  to  that  of  Texas,  the  Eev.  John  R.  Joyner  to  that 
of  Alabama,  and  the  Rev.  Lucius  Sweetland  to  that  of  New 
Jersey. 

We  have  sustained  also  by  death  the  great  loss  of  the 
Rev.  Richard  S.  Mason,  D.  D.,  to  wliich  I  liave  already  re- 
ferred. 

The  whole  number  of  Clergymen,  including  thq  two 
Bishops,  now  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  is  fifty  seven,  being 
a  considerable  advance  beyond  the  number  serving  in  it 
at  any  previous  time.  The  changes  which  have  occurred 
in  the  locations  of  the  Clergy  in  their  Parishes,  have  been 
as  follows:  The  Rev.  Charles  T.  Bhxnd  has  resigned  the 
Rectorship  of  Calvary  Church,  A\^adesboro,  and  has  be- 
come assistant  minister  of  St.  James'  Church,  Lenoir,  and 
Principal  of  the  Church  School  there  established.  ^The 
Rev.  John  A.  Deal  has  withdrawn  from  the  mission  of  High 
Shoals,  Gaston  county,  and  accepted  the  Pvectorship  of  the 
Church  which  Mr.  Bland  resigned.  The  Rev.  Edward  R 
Rich  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.   Paul's   Church 
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Clinton,  and  become  Hector  of  the  Parish  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  recently  organized  in  Raleigh. 

The  Rev.  Maurice  H.  Vaughan  has  resigned  the  charge  of 
Christ  Church,  Elizabeth  City,  and  taken  that  of  St.  Paul's 
""^hurch,  Louisburg. 

The  Rev.  Nathaniel  Harding  is  officiating  at  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Washington. 

The  Rev.  George  H.  Bell  at  Missionary  stations  near 
Asheville. 

The  Rev.  Edmund  N.  Joyner  at  Hickory. 

The  Rev.  Prince  T.  Rogers  in  St.  Joseph's  Curch,  Fayette- 
ville,  and  the  Rev.  N.  Edgar  Price  is  assisting  the  Rector  of 
St.  Thomas'  Church,  Bath. 

The  candidates  for  Priest's  orders  in  this  Diocese  are  three, 
Thomas  B.  Haughton,  Augustus  M.  Flythe  and  Charles  0. 
Brady. 

The  candidates  foi  Deacon's  orders  are  five,  Robert  B. 
Drane,  Edwin  A.  Osborne,  Alexander  Bass,  William  S.  By- 
num  and  Robert  B.  ^Vindle3^ 

The  postulants  are  seven,  John  Huske,  John  R.  Hughes, 
Brooks  G.  White,  Walter  J.  Smith,  Nicholas  C.  Hughes, 
Robert  B.  Barber  and  George  H.  Cooper. 

Some  painful  changes  have  occurred  among  the  Bishops 
of  our  American  Church.  We  have  lost  by  death  two,  who 
in  very  different  spheres  wore  highly  esteemed  and  very 
useful,  Dr.  Armitagc,  of  Wisconsin,  and  Dr.  Auer,  of  Cape 
Palmas.  in  Africa.  The  death  of  each  of  these  was 
a  testimony  of  the  power  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  and  gave 
aew  honor  to  the  Church  which  they  doved  so  well,  and 
served  to  the  last  with  such  ability  and  unyielding  con- 
stancy. 

A  calamity  more  to  be  deplored  tlian  death  has  befallen 
another  of  the  number.  The  Right  Rev.  George  D.  Cum- 
mins has  within  a  few  months  resigned  his  office  in  order  to 
originate  another  'schism  in  the  Church  of  Christ,  already 
so  enfeebled  and  discredited  bv  its  divisions.     So  far  as  the 
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•uttein|tt  to  vTvat  •  :i  new  sect  is  conrrnu'il,  tlio  result  will 
|>rol)al>ly  hv  a  very  early  iailure.  Di-.  Cuiniiiius'  Church 
has  not!. in,--  t(»  ofl'er  uien,  wliother  iu  tlie  wny  of  <Ioctrino  or 
worship,  wiiich  is  iioi  ]tossesse«l  hy  religious  communities 
already  in  exist<'Jice.  i-owcM-Tuh  woll  orojiiiizeo.  and  widely 
extended. 

What  in<hvU.'enifiit  iias  any  man  to  j)a.ss  hy  these,  and  ally 
himself  witii  a  sect  wliich  is  fecl/ir,  immature,  incchcreiit 
in  its  ideas,  ami  with  no  distinctive  principles,  and  which 
a|)i)arently  l)e;;an  to  die  as  soon  as  it  l)eiian  to  live.  It  has, 
so  far  as  I  eaii  see,  hut  one  (juality  to  i-ieommend  it  to  any 
eonsideralde  hody  of  men,  hut  it  has  one  which  does  appeal 
strongly  to  a  hiriie  nui.iher  of  jiersons  at  the  ])resent  day, 
and  that  is  La\\  lessncss.  To  adl  who  love  change  for' its 
•own  sake,  it  lias  the  merit  of  trampling  on  authority,  and 
seeking  to  r;-move  ancient  landnjarks  l-ut  there  are  so 
.many  oth-.r  ways  in  which  innovations  may  he  made  and 
confusion  .<[)read  ahroad,  that  this  single  titie  to  popular 
favor  will  not  assure  any  permanent  sympathy  with  the  in- 
fant Church,  the  hirth  of  which  has  heen  so  recently  an- 
Jiounced  to  us. 

Let  me  remind  you  that  the  approaching  session  of  the 
Ceneral  Convention  will  he  very  certainly  one  of  great  im- 
]>ortance  and  profound  interest.  Questions  concerning  the 
integrity  of  the  Prayer  liook,  concerning  unauthorized  in- 
novations on  the  Ritual  of  the  Church,  concerning  amend- 
ments of  the  constitutions  and  canons,  made  necessary  by 
the  ra] 'id  growth  of  Chureli,  eoncerning  the  allowance  of 
abbreviated  service  under  special  circun. stances,  and  con- 
cerning the  relations  of  mairiage  and  divorce;  these,  and 
no  doubt  many  others,  will  have  to  be  considered,  and  in 
some  way  adjusted  \n  the  next  Jew  m;  nths.  The  election 
ofdei)uties,  clerical  and  lay  ca[)able  of  representing  this 
l)ioce.se  in  the  ai)i)roaching  General  Convention  is  one  of 
the  most  important  duties  i)tfore  you  in  your  presont 
session. 
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I  wish  likewise  to  direct  yoav  attention  to  a  sul^ject  wiiicli 
may  not  be  ready  for  immediate  action  on  your  part,  but 
which  deserves  the  thouglitful  consideration  of  the  Diocese 
as  a  unit,  as  well  as  of  ourselves  as  individuals,  that  is,  the 
expediency  of  providing  for  the  organized  services  of  women 
as  helpers  in  the  v/ork  of  the  Church.  The  general  senti- 
ment of  thoughtful  men,  both  in  England  and  in  this  coun- 
try, is  clear!}'  reaching  the  conclusion  that  by  the  neglect 
of  such  services  we  have  shown  ourselves  inattentive  to  the 
teaching  of  Scripture  and  antiquity,  that  we  have  thus  buried 
a  talent  committed  to  our  charge,  and  that,  as  it  has  been 
expressed  by  anotiier,  the  Church  has  thus  become  maimed 
in  one  of  her  hands.  The  General  Convention  at  its  last 
meeting  considered  this  subject  most  favorably,  and  ap- 
pointed a  joint  committee  of  tlie  two  houses  to  report  on  it 
to  that  body  when  it  sliall  meet  again.  The  subject  will 
ihen,  no  doubt,  be  acted  on,  and  it  is  much  to  be  desired 
that  this  Convention  should  come  to  some  determined  con- 
clusion in  regard  to  it;  and  if  it  should  agree  with  thai 
general  sentiment  of  the  Church,  of  which  I  have  already 
spoken,  that  it  should  as  soon  as  possible  take  measures  to 
give  the  sentiment  a  practical  shape. 

In  conclusion  I  would  suggest  for  your  consideration  the 
importance  of  doing  what  we  can  to  advance  the  interest  of 
Christian  education  in  this  Diocese.  In  every  sense  of  the 
word,  Education,  the  wants  of  the  South,  are  becoming  very 
urgent,  and  unle.-s  a  more  adequate  provision  be  made  for 
them  the  people  of  this  region  of  country  must  endure  the 
evil  and  the  shame  of  falling  far  behind,  not  only  Europe- 
ans, but  our  fellow  citizens  of  the  North  and  of  the  West  in. 
that  knowledge  which  is  power,  and  wliich  is  at  the  same 
time  honor  and  distinction.  But  a  complete  education  de- 
mands the  cultivation  of  the  moral  and  spiritual  as  well 
as  the  intellectual  faculties,  and  it  is  one  of  the  functions 
of  the  Church  to  provide  this. 

It  must  be  acknowledged  that  this  Diocese  has  so  far  done

but  little  for  that  object.  We  have  some  parochial  schools 
oi  more  or  less  merit,  and  wc  liave  in  St.  Mary's  at  Raleigh, 
a  [i^xvYs  school  of  very  high  and  acknowledged  excellence. 
The  liCV.  Mr.  Bronson  has  been  for  some  years  endeavor- 
ing to  establish  at  Charlotte  a  Cliurch  school  for  boys,  and 
-to  this  end  he  has  acquired,  mainly  by  means  of  the  munifi- 
cence of  one  family,  that  of  the  late  Lewis  Thompson,  Esq., 
Df  Bertie  county,  a  very  valuable  property  lying  just  out- 
side of  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Cliarlotte,  and  consisting  of 
seventy  acres  of  land,  improved  ])y  a  dwelling  house  and  a 
^;chool  housc.\ 

The  duties  already  incuinbent  on  ^Ir.  I^ronson  as  Rector 
of  St.  Peter's,  Charlotte,  render  it  impossible  for  him  ade- 
quately to  discharge  in  addition  those  of  Principal  of  this 
school,  and  it  is  proposed  that  the  Rev.  N.  C.  Hughes,  a  tried 
ar.d  approved  e^lucator  of  vouth,  s'nall  undertake  these 
hist. 

Being  satislied  that  this  is  a  judicious  arrangement,  1 
strongly  recommend  to  tlie  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese, 
and  indeed  to  Jail  everywhere,  who  have  at  heart  the  in- 
terests of  Christian  education,  that  they  give  it  such  aid  as 
it  lies  in  their  power  to  render.

The  Assistant  Bishop  read  liis  address: 

ivKiiiT  Kkv.  Fatiikk  and  Deau  r>KKT]i]:KX  OF  THK  Cl]-:k(;v 
AND  Laity  : 

In  presenting  my  first  annual  address,  I  should  do  injus- 
tice to  my  own  feelings,  did  I  not  give  expression  to  the 
<leep  sense  wliich  I  entertain  of  the  confidence  manifested 
by  you  in  summoning  one  who  was  personally  so  much  of 
a  stranger  to  most  of  this  body  to  the  high  and  weighty  rc- 
sponsibilitie^s  of  the  Episcopal  office. 

A  summons  unforseen  and  so  unexpected,  which  reached 
me  three  thousand  miles  away  upon  the  Pacific  coast,  filled 
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me   with    niurli   perplexity,   mid    jiwiikeiied    no    cf-niinoin 
anxiety. 

After  careful  rePiOctioii  and  earne;>t  supplieation  for  Di- 
vine guidance,  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  obey  your  b'ummons,  an(j 
though  conscious  of  lacking  many  qualifications  for  these 
important  duties  I  resolved  to  undertake  them,  relyiuLi 
upon  your  kind  forbearance  and  co-operation,  and  looking 
confidently  for  the  help  and  support  of  the  great  Slu-pherd 
of  the  Sheep. 

And  while  coming  to  you  "in  \'reakness  and  in  fea]-,  and 
in  much  trembling,"  I  have  been  cheered  by  the  most  cor- 
dial and  generous  welcome  on  every  side,  and  have  been 
made  to  feel  that  I  have  a  place  in  your  heai-ts,  in  your 
sympathy,  and  in  your  prayers. 

May  the  sacred  bond  which  thus  unites  us  be  (hiily  grow- 
ing stronger,  and  may  the  richest  blessings  of  the  Almighty 
attend  continualW  upon  our  mutual  labors. 

It  was  a  great  comfort  and  satisfaction  to  me  to  find  so 
many  of  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  iii  this  Diocese  present 
at  ni}^  consecration  in  December  last,  thus  adding  much  t<> 
the  interest  and  impressiveness  of  that  sacred  solemnity. 

And  it  was  also  to  me  personally  a  special  cause  of  joy 
and  gratitute  to  God  ihat  my  highly  esteemed  and  venera- 
ble father,  the  Bishop  of  Maryland,  was  able  tu  be  present 
and  to  act  as  consecrator  on  that  occasion.  Having  been 
admitted  by  him  to  the  Diaconate  and  the  Piiistiiood,  and 
having  enjoyed  moi'C  than  thirty  years  of  intmitite  friend- 
ship with  him,  it  afforded  me  no  eommon  satisfaction  lo  re- 
ceive at  his  liands  the  higher  authority  of  the  A[-osto]ic 
office.  Long  may  he  be  spared  to  bless  I'-e  (  hnreh  by  liis 
learning,  Ids  wisdom,  his  holy  zeal,  and  i-;.^  ever  rei'uly' self- 
sacrifice  in  the  cause  of  his  ^htster. 

By  request  of  Bishop  Atkin.son,  I  riii'-rcd  vX  onee  u}:un 
the  discharge  of  my  dmies  by  preaching.  :.  .;'  r.ime  evening 
in  Christ  <.'hurch,  Raleigh,  and  admini.'ifr:}ig  the  rite  of 
confirmation  to  six  persons. 
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Third  Suiulay  in  Advent.  Doc.  Mtli,  in  the  same  Church 
I  preached  in  the  niorninLi:.  In  the  evening  I  preached  iu 
St.  Mary's  Chapel. 

Fourth  Sunday  in  A<lvent,  Dec.  21,  preached  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Fayetteville. 

\\\  the  afternoon  in  St.  Joseph's  Cliurch,  preached  to  a 
Large  congregation  of  colored  persons. 

At  night  in  St.  John's,  preached  again. 

Christmas  Day,  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  I  preached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

First  Sunday  after  Christmas,  Dec.  28th,  in  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Charlotte,  preached  both  morning  and  evening. 

Second  Sunday  after  Christmas,  Jan.  4th,  in*  St.  James' 
Church,  Wilmington,  preached  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  In  the  afternoon  preached  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  and  at  night  in  St.  John's. 

Monday  evening,  Jan.  5th, preached  in  St.  Mark's  Church. 

First  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  Jan.  lltli,  in  St.  Barnabas' 
Church,  Greensboro,  preached  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wheat,  who  is  still  in 
charge  of  the  Parish. 

In  the  afternoon  preached  again  and  eonlirnied  three  per- 
sons. 

Saturday,  Jan.  ITth,  I  left  Raleigh  for  my  first  reguUii 
visitation.  At  noon  that  day,  I  preached  in  the  School 
House  at  Fi'anklinton,  and  left  an  appointment  for  another 
service  there  on  tlie  following  Monday  evening. 

Second  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  Jan.  ISth,  in  r-i.  i'iicn  >, 
Church,  Louisburg,  I  met  the  children  of  the  Sunday 
School  and  addressed  them.  After  morning  priiyer  by  the 
Rev.  M.  H.  Vaughan,  I  |>reaelicd  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  At  nighi,  p!-<'af'ie<l  again  and  c.ti- 
tirmed  one  person. 

Monday,  Jan.  lOtii,  returned  to  Faanklinion,  preache(i 
and  confirmed  two  persons.  There  is  liere  an  encouraging 
prospect  for  the  Church,  and  it  is  hoped  tliat  a  neat  Church 
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building  will  be  speedily  erected.  Mr.  Vaugban,  wbo  bas 
but  recently  taken  cbarge  of  tbe  Cburcb  at  Louisburg,  pro- 
poses to  hold  regular  service  here. 

Tuesday,  Jan.  20tli,  in  St.  James'  Cburcb,  Kittreirs,  baj:- 
iized  tbree  cbildren,  preached  and  administered  the  Hoh' 
Communion,  assisted  in  tbe  services  by  Rev.  Mr.  Vaugban. 
This  Church  is  still  without  a  Eector.  An  efficient  Cler^v- 
man  would  soon  gather  an  excellent  congregation.  There 
is  a  good  Church  building;  the  place  is  one  of  remarkable 
salubrity,  and  the  neighborhood  is  steadily  filling  up  with 
an  intelligent  population. 

Thursday,  Jan.  22d,  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Oxford, 
after  morning  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Pettigrew,  I  preached 
and  confirmed  four  persons. 

In  the  afternoon,  preached  by  invitation  at  the  Masonic 
Orphan  Asylum,  which  is  very  pleasantly  situated  o^w  an 
eminence,  near  the  edge  of  the  town.  In  addition  to  more 
than  one  hundred  orphans,  quite  a  numl)er  of  persons 
came  out  from  the  town  to  attend  the  service.  At  night, 
preached  again  in  St.  Stephen's  Church.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Thompson  was  unable  to  take  any  pai't  in  these  services, 
owing  to  a  severe  affection  of  tlie  throat,  whicli  still  almost 
disables  him  from  duty. 

Saturday,  Jai;i.  24th,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Williamsboro, 
after  morning  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Laird,  of  Virginia,  1 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

There  is  a  peculiar  interest  connected  with  this  Cliurcb, 
as  it  is  one  of  tbe  oldest  in  the  Diocese,  and  was  for  some 
time  the  Parish  Church  of  Bishop  Ravenscroft,  where  he 
so  often  ministered.  The  congregation  has  become  very 
much  weakened  since  the  war,  both  in  numbers  and  ability, 
and  now  only  a  mouthy  service  is  held,  which  is  supplied 
at  no  little  iiiconvenience  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pettigrew,  of 
Henderson.  TJie  building  itself  is  sadly  in  need  of  repairs, 
but  I  have  giod  reason  to  believe  that  a  vigorous  effort  will 
soon  be  made  to  arrest  the  progress  of  decay,  and  preserve 
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in  a  more  worthy  condition  an   edifice  associated  witli  so 
many  pleasant  memories. 

Tliii'd  Sunday  after  Epii)hany,  Jan.  25111,  in  tlie  Church 
of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson,  after  morning  prayer  hy 
the  Rector,  I  preached,  confirmed  eleven  persons  and  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  evening,  preached 
again  in  the  same  Church.  This  Rirish,  like  so  many 
in  the  Diocese,  has  lost  much  of  its  foi-mcr  .strength,  hut  is 
still  giving  vigorous  signs  of  life  under  the  earnest  and 
faithiul  ministrations  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  rettiarcw. 

Tuesday,  Jan.  27th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Clood  8hei)herd, 
Itidgeway,  after  morning  prayer  hy  Rev.  Mr.  Marshall  and 
Rev.  N.  C.  Hughes,  I  preached  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

A  very  neat  Church  has  recently  heen  erected,  which  is 
not  yet  entirely  finished,  hut  the  active  zeal  already  mani- 
fested gives  every  assurance  that  it  will  soon  be  ready  for 
consecration.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Marshall  has  had  the  care  of 
this  congregation  in  connection  with  his  charge  at  Warren- 
ton,  and  in  both  places  very  encouraging  results  attest  the 
faithfulness  and  zeal  with  which  he  has  labored. 

Wednesday,  Jan.  28th,  in  Emmanuel  Church,  AVaircn- 
ton,  preached,  confirmed  six  persons  and  administered  thi' 
Holy  Communion.  Preached  again  in  the  same  Cliurch  in 
the  evening. 

Friday,  Jan.  30th,  in  St.  Luke's  Cliurch,  Gaston,  after 
moriiing  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Marshall,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Ward, 
of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  I  preaclied  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion. 

This  Parish  is  a  very  feeble  one,  but  the  heighborhood 
aiTords  ample  material  for  Church  growth  could  the  interest 
felt  be  deepened  and  strengthened  by  more  frequent  ser- 
vices. 

Septuagesima  Sunday,  Feb.  1st,  in  the  Church  of  the 
Saviour,  Jackson,  Northampton  county,  afttr  morning 
prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wootten,  I  preached  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.     This  Parish  possesses  quite  a  nt-at 
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Church  building,  while  the  adjacent  graveyard  is  cared  for 
in  a  most  commendable  way.  I  could  not  but  lament  that 
we  have  no  resident  Clergyman  in  this  pleasant  town,  and 
where  an  active  laborer  could  scarcely  fail  to  achieve  most 
encouraging  results.  Only  a  monthly  service,  and  that  on 
a  week  day  evening,  is  now  held  here. 

Monday,  Feb.  2d,  in  a  Hall  at  AVeldon,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed two  person  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  in  the  services  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wooten.  Here,  again 
there  is  no  resident  Clergyman,  nor  any  services  except 
those  of  a  lay  reader.  Some  years  ago  subscriptions  were 
secured  nearly  sufficient  for  the  erection  of  a  Church.  An 
eligible  lot  has  been  presented,  but  the  work  has  been  al- 
lowed to  linger  on  with  little  or  no  progress.  I  did  all  in 
my  power  to  urge  to  prompt  and  vigorous  action,  and  I 
sincerely  trust  that  no  long  time  may  now  elapse  before  the 
Church  building  so  long  promised  and^  so  much  needed 
may  be  ready  for  occupancy. 

With  this  service  at  Weldon  my  first  visitation  was 
brought  to  a  close.  Returning  a  few  days  after  this  to 
Raleigh,  I  found  my  esteemed  friend,  the  venerable  Dr. 
Mason,  stricken  down  by  an  acute  disease,  from  which  he 
never  rallied.  It  was  my  privilege  to  be  in  daily  intercourse 
witli  li'nn  during  the  brief  period  which  elapsed  before  he 
was  summoned  away,  and  to  witness  his  firm  faith  and 
holy  confidence  in  his  last  trying  hours.  I  will  not  add 
anything  to  what  has  already  been  so  forcibly  expressed  in 
the  address  of  my  senior,  to  which  you  litive  just  listened, 
i  will  only  say  that  his  death  has  been  to  me  personally  a 
very  great  loss,  for  I  had  looked  forward  with  no  little  satis- 
factton  to  the  pleasant  and  profitable  intercourse  wiiicli  1 
hG[)ed  to  enjoy  with  one  so  genial  and  companionate,  an<l 
withal"  so  well  lejirned  and  of  such  sound  judgment.  1 
<\)un.ted  largely  u[)on  liis  wise  counsels  in  connection  with 
those  important  questions  wh'.ch  are  continually  arising, 
and  which   need  for  their  }vroper  solution  so  much  of  that 
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the  (lootriiR's  ami  |H'iiu'![)les  of  the  (  hurch,  for  which  he 
was  ."(», greatly  (-li.stin.'.!;uishcJ..  The  Chuixii  in  North  Taro- 
hiia  will  long  foelthe  loss  of  so  ahlo  and  inlliieinial  a 
])reL^bytcr. 

On  (^uin<|uafresiina,  Sunday,  February  loth,  1  had  urcat 
pleasure  in  takin^- part  in  the  first  serviee  held  at  Tueker's 
[{all.  in  Kalei^i!;h,  foi-  the  n<wly  or.uanI/.e(l  ("i:ur.-h  of  the 
(M)O.i  Sheplierd.  8yui})athi7.in^i;  vei-y  fully  with-this  mueh 
needed  elVort  for  extending  in  the  Capital  of  the  State  the 
iniiuenee  of  the  Church,  arid  enlarging  its  oi)portunities  f<jr 
usefulness,  I  was  glad  to  attest  niy  interest,  and  speak  a  few 
words  of  eneo.uagenient.  The  Kev.  Edward  Iv.  Rich,  who 
has  been  called  to  the  charge  of  the  new  congregatioii,  en- 
tered that  flay  ui»on  his  duties,  lie  v\-as  welcomed  wiih 
groat  kindness  and  cordiality,  and  has  been  much  cheered 
by  the  encouraging  i)rospects  of  success,  which  areapi)arent 
on  every  side.  Steps  have  already  been  taken  looking  to 
the  speedy  erection  of  a  suitable  Church  ediiice,  and  I  have 
no  doubt  that  a  very  strong  jind  vigorous  Parish  will  soon 
be  established,  while  the  old  mother  Church  will  only  re- 
new her  youth,  and  manifest   increasing  activity   and  zeal. 

On  tlie  afternoon  of  Quinquagesima  Sunday,  I  preached 
m  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  and  in  the  evening  in  Christ  Church, 
i^'or  nearly  three  weeks  1  assisted  regularly  in  the  services 
alClirist  Church,  an.d  preached  in  the  nioi  nings  of  the  first, 
second  and  third  Sundays  in  Lent.  Oii  the  afternoo!i  of 
the  last  mentioned  day,  I  preached  foi-  the  congregation  ot 
thv^  Clnnv/li  of  ihe  Cood  ohe[)herd. 

On  .\h>n(iay,  March  Hih,  in  ('hri<t  (hurch,  1  bapti/.ed  an 
infant. 

On  Thursday,  March  I'Jth,  I  leit  Ihileigh  to  enter  u[)On 
';iv  se'-onil  regular  vi.-iiii!  ion.  This  kept  me  constantly 
iud  laboriously  occu}>ied  for  more  than  six  weeks.  It  was 
-•on fined  to  a  few  counties  in  the  Northeastern  portion 
c)f  the-  Stat«%  embracing  many  very  feeble  Tai-irrhes  and  mis- 
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sionary  stations.  I  was  deeply  impressed  by  the  very  in- 
sufficient supply  of  clerical  force  in  these  counties  for  the 
proper  discharge  of  the  duties  which  are  so  imperatively 
demanded.  Most  of  the  Clergy  are  greatly  overworked, 
while  they  feel  ol  )liged  to  undertake  fields  much  too  exten- 
sive, and  which,  single  handed  as  they  are,  tliey  cannot 
properly  care  for.  In  ahnost  every  district  I  found  a  very 
friendly  feeling  toward  the  Churclx  on  the  ])art  of  those 
outside  our  fold,  and  a  readiness  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
services  v/hich  are  placed  within  tlieir  reach.  Old  preju- 
dices seem  to  be  passing  away,  while  the  Conservative  and 
Evangelical  character  of  the  teaching  of  our  Clergy  is  com- 
manding an  increased  measure  of  attention  and  respect.  I 
found  much  solicitude  m.anifested  for  the  establishment  of 
services  in  several  neighborhoods  where  the  population  is 
steadily  increasing,  and  where,  up  to  tliis  time,  Y\-e  have 
been  unable  to  establish  any  missions.  A  very  great  w^ork 
seems  open  to  us  in  various  directions  if  only  the  men  and 
the  means  can  be  secured  for  entering  vigorously  upon  it. 

I  spent  the  niglit  of  Thursday,  March  V2ih,  at  Jackson, 
Northampton  county,  wdiere  I  officiated  next  mc'rning,  in 
company  with  Rev.  Mr.  A\^ootten,  at  the  funeral  of  a  young 
and  attached  member  of  our  Church,  vvho  liad  been  very 
suddenly  called  to  his  account.  In  the  afternoon  we  pro- 
ceeded to  Woodville,  in  Bertie  county,  and  on  Saturday, 
March  14th,  in  Ci-ace  Church,  I  })reached,  confirmed  three 
persons  and  administered  the  Ploly  Communion. 

Next  day,  4tli  Si]nday  in  Lent,  in  St.  Thomas'  Church, 
Windsor,  I  preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion.  l\\  the  evening,  preached 
again. 

On  Monday,  Mr.  Wootten  accompanied  me  to  ^[urfrees- 
boro,  where  the  Itcv.  Mr.  AVeston,  who  has  charge  of  the 
mission  there,  was  waiting  to  welcome  us. 

Tuesday,  March  17th,  in  St.  Barbabas'  Church,  the  I\ov . 
jVIessrs.  Wooten  and  Weston  conducted  the  service,  and  I 
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preached  and  a(.linini.stei'ed  the  Holy  Cunimunion.  rreachetl 
again  in  the  evening..  The  Church  in  Murfreesboro,  which 
is  of  neat  and  gj-aceful  design,  has  never  been  completec], 
althougli  it  lias  been  occupied  for  services  for  many  years*. 
The  small  number  of  persons  now  residing  there,  who  are 
attached  to  our  Church,  make  it  impossible  to  complete  the 
edilice,  or  maintain  services,  without  considerable  help  from 
abroail.  Yet  there  is  here  an  excellent  opening  for  the 
(-'hurcli,  and  a  great  desire  on  the  ])art  of  many,  for  its  suc- 
cessful establishment.  Quite  a  number  of  young  ladies, 
connected  with  {\\q.  two  large  female  .seminaries  established 
there  belong  to  our  Church,  and  are  now  almost  wholly  de- 
prived of  its  privileges.  The  only  service  held  is  on  Friday 
evenings,  once  iii  each  month. 

Twelve  miles  from  Murfreesboro  is  the  count}^  town  of 
Winton,  which  is  now  growing  quite  rapidly,  and  here  too 
there  is  an  excellent  opportunity  for  planting  the  Church. 
These  two  places  could  be  mo.st  profitably  united  under  one 
missionary,  and  in  a  very  little  time  two  good  congregations 
could  be  gathered. 

Thursday,  March  10th,  in  St.  Mary's,  Gatesville,  Gates 
county,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
I  found  the  Church  edifice  much  out  of  repair,  and  urged 
upon  the  Ves.try  the  importance  of  proceeding  at  once  to 
put  the  building  in  a  better  condition.  Here  too  theChurcli 
is  suffering  for  want  of  more  frequent  services. 

Friday,  March  20th,  preached  in  St.  Peter's,  Gates  county, 
after  morning  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Benton  and  Wes- 
ton. The  day  was  very  inclement,  yet  the  house  was  quite 
well  hlled.  There  is  a  large  population  within  a  few  miles 
of  this  Church,  who  would  rejoice  to  attend  upon  its  services 
could  they  be  supplied  at  less  distant  intervals.  Only  a 
monthly  service  is  now  provided. 

Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  22d,  in  St.  Tauls  Church,, 
Edenton,  after  morning  prayer  by  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Benton,  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
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ri-eaclied  agnin  in  the  evening.  Witliin  10  or  12  niiles 
of  Edenton,  tlu^rc  are  several  points  where  Cliureh  serviees 
I'oukl  be  lield  with  very  great  profit.  Mr.  IJenton  seen^s 
thoroiighlv  alive  to  the  importance  ofthi.s  <luty,  <ind  is  try- 
ing to  do  what  lie  can.  to  yirp})ly  this  cryijig  need.  If  lie 
could  have  a  Deacon  associated  V\ith  him,  a  very  valuable 
mission  work  could  be  cai-ried  on,  with  the  most  promising 
results. 

Tuesday,  March  24th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Ti-inity, 
Hertford,  Perquimans  county,  after  morning  prayer  by 
Rev.  J.  A.  AVeston,  Deacon,  I  preached  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternooii  admiiiistered  the 
same  sacrament  to  a  sick  person.  In  the  evening,  pi'caclied 
again  and  confirmed  five  persons. 

Wednesdiiv,  >h\rch  2"i!i,  in  St.  Barnabas"  Chapel,  Per- 
quimans coii..ty,  after  morning  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr,  Woston, 
I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons  and  a(hrii])istei'ed  tiie 
Holy  Communion.  After  the  sei'vice  administered  again 
to  a  sick  person. 

Thursday,  -^iarch  2Gtii,  in  Christ  Church,  Elizabeth  City, 
after  morning  prayer  by  Kev.  mv.  Weston,  I  ]»reachcd  and 
administered  the  Holy  Comm anion.  In  the  evening, 
preached  again  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

For  several  months  pi-evious  to  my  visit,  this  I'ai-ish  h;id 
been  vrithout  a  Rector,  but  I  was  glad  to  learn  that  on  the 
foUowirig  vreek  the  Rev.  8.  H.  S.  Cailaudet,  -who  had  ac- 
cei>te<l  the  Rectorship  of  the  Parish,  en.tc-red  lipo:^,  tlie  du- 
ties of  his  charge.  I  trust  tlnit  in  his  har.ds  and  witli  the 
advavxtage  of  a  large  and  sul)stantial  new  Church  edifice, 
this  Parish  may  becontc  increasitigly  prosperous. 

Sixth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  29th,  in  ( irace  Cliurch,  Ply- 
mouth, after  morning  ])rayer  by  Rev.  T.  B.  Haughton., 
Deacon, !  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
In  the  evening,  preached  and  confirmed  three  persons. 
This  Parish  is  much  in  need  of  a  resident  Clergyman. 

Monday  1  e'cre  Fa.s'er,  March  3Cth,  in  St.  Luke's  Cljurch, 
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A\'asliiiio;ton  county,  after  morning  prayer  In'  Rev.  L.  Eborn, 
I  })reached,  confirnied  five  persons  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion. 

Tuesday  before  Easter,  in  8t.  David's  Church,  Washiuo- 
ton  county,  1  read  tlie  ante-communion  service  and  delivered 
an  address. 

Wednesday  before  Easter,  April  1st,  in  same  Church, 
after  morning  prayer  by  Rev.  L.  Eborn,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed ten  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion. It  was  a  sad  disappointment  that  this  day  proved  so 
rainy  and  inclement,  as  many  were  thereby  detained  from 
the  service,  including  several  candidates  for  confirmation. 

Good  Friday,  April  3d,  in  Jamcsville,  Washington  county, 
after  morning  prayer  by  Messrs.  Israel  Harding  and 
Haughton,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. Preached  again  in  the  evening  and  confirmed 
five  persons. 

Easter  Day,  April  5th,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Washington, 
Beaufort  county,  after  morning  prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  I. 
and  N.  Harding,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  Preached  again  the  in  evening  and  confii  mcd 
twenty-eight  persons. 

Monday  evening,  April  6th,  in  the  same  Churcli,  preached 
and  confirmed  three  additional  candidates,  making  thirty- 
one  at  this  visitation.  I  was  glad  to  find  so  much  cause  for 
encouragement  in  the  condition  of  this  Parish.  Great  zeal 
and  energy  have  been  shown  in  urging  forward  the  erection 
of  a  new  Church  building,  which  although  still  incomplete, 
was  sufficiently  advanced  for  occupancy.  When  finished 
it  promises  to  be  a  most  creditable  edifice;  and  the  interest 
manifested  by  the  congregation,  gives  ample  assurance  that 
there  will  be  no  needless  delay  in  effecting  its  comj)letion. 

Tuesda}',  April  7tli,  in  Zion  Church,  Beaufort  county, 
after  morning  praper  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Hilton  and  N.  Hard- 
ing, I  preached,  confirmed  eight  persons  and  administered 
tliellolv  Communion.

Wednesday,  April  Sth,  in  St.  Thomas'  Gliurcii,  Bath, 
Beaufort  county,  after  morning  prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Hil- 
ton, N.  Harding  and  Price,  I  preached,  confirmed  four  per- 
sons and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the 
evening,  preached  again  in  'the  same  Churcli. 

Friday,  April  10th,  in  St.  James'  Church,  Beaufort  county. 
I  preached,  confirmed  six  persons  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  This  congregation  has  recenth'  erected 
quite  a  commodious  Church,  and  the  people  seemed  very 
happy  to  be  able  to  worship  in  it,  although  in  a  very  incom- 
plete state. 

First  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  12th,  in  St.  George's 
Parish,  Hyde  county,  after  morning  prayer  by  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Hilton  and  Barber,  I  preaclied  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  baptized  the  i]i- 
fant  son  of  the  Rector,  preache<i  and  confirmed  one  person 
from  St.  James'  Parish,  Beaufort  county.  I  also  took  occa- 
sion at  the  morning  service,  to  urge  upon  the  members  of 
the  Parish  the  importance  of  proceeding  as  speedily  as 
possible  to  erect  a  Church  edifice,  v/hich  is  so  greatly  needed 
here.  A  lot  has  been  secured,  and  I  hope  the  work  may  go 
on  without  any  further  delay. 

Tuesday,  April  14th,  in  the  Church  of  St.  John  the  Bap- 
tist, Sladesville,  Hyde  county,  after  morning  prayer  by  Rev. 
Messrs.  Hilton,  Eborn  and  Barber,  I  preached,  confirmed 
two  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  I 
was  gratified  to  learn  that  all  claims  from  other  parties  to 
the  possession  of  this  building  had  been  settled  by  the  pay- 
ment of  a  small  sum ;  and  the  members  of  the  congrega- 
tion now  contemplate  a  judicious  modification  of  the  build- 
ing, and  its  thorough  repair.  The  Parish  is  a  very  neat  one, 
but  with  some  little  help  from  abroad,  which  ought  to  be 
cheerfully  given,  a  neat  Church  edifice  may  be  secured  for 
a  community,  affording  ample  material  for  a  good'congre- 
gation. 

I  beg  to  say  in  this  connection,  that  where  new  churches 
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arc  ill  contemplation,  greater  care  sliould  be  taken  to  have 
them  built  in  a  more  cliurchly  form.  It  costs  scarce  any- 
thing more  to  have  a  building  in  just  proportions,  and  in 
comely  style,  than  to  construct  the  unsightly  barns  whicli 
are  too  often  erected.  A  little  judicious  attention  on  tlie 
l^art  of  the  Clergy,  would  always  avail  to  secure  buildings 
in  perfectly  good  taste,  while  such  buildings  always  exert  a 
refining  and  elevating  influence.  I  would  especially  call 
attention  to  the  common  blunder  of  so  arranging  the  seats 
that  the  important  feature  of  a  broad  central  aisle  is  en- 
tirely lost.  To  place  a  block  of  pews  directly  in  front  of 
the  centre  of  the  chancel,  is  to  violate  every  principle  of 
good  taste,  while  there  is  always  needed  a  central  passage  for 
many  of  those  occasions,  when  the  lack  of  it  exposes  to  very 
great  inconvenience. 

Arrangements  had  been  made  for  conveying  me  in  a  boat 
on  the  day  after  my  visit  to  Sladesville  to  the  other  side  of 
the  broad  Pamlico  River,  where  1  had  an  appointment  for 
Thursday  at  Aurora,  some  distance  up  South  Creek.     The 
day  proved  most  inauspicious;  with  a  heavy  wind  directly 
ahead,  so  that  it  was  impossible  to  make  the  passage.     I 
still  hoped  by  starting  early  Thursday  morning  to  meet  my 
appointment,  but  the  wind,  although  less  violent  than  the 
previous  day,  very  seriously  retarded  our  progress  so  that 
we  were  only  able  to  reach  the  landing  at  Aurora  about  5 
0  clock  in  the  evening.     I  learned  that  a  very  large  con- 
gregation had  gathered  for  the  morning  service,  including 
several  candidates  for  confirmation.     The  service  was  con- 
ducted and  a  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Israel  Harding. 
The  prospects  of  the  Church  at  this  point  are  very  cheering, 
and  I  deeply  regretted  that  I  could  not  have  met  the  con- 
gregation and  given  them  a  word  of  encouragement.  Upon 
arriving  at  Aurora  I  proceeded  at  once  with  Mr.  Harding 
to  Durham's  Creek,  where  I  had   an  appointment  for  the 
next  morning.     That  day  proved  the  most  stormy  and  dis- 
agreeable of  the  w^hole  season.     An  incessant  and  heavy 
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rain  prevented  our  service,  as  nearly  all  the  families  be- 
longing to  St.  John's  reside  several  miles  from  the  Church. 

Saturday,  April  18th,  held  service  in  a  Union  Chapel, 
near  Blount's  Creek.  Quite  a  large  congregation  was 
present.  After  morning  prayer  by  Rev.  Israel  Harding,  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  At  the 
close  of  the  service  a  general  meeting  was  held  to  consider 
the  propriety  of  erecting  a  Church.  In  a  brief  address,  I 
urged  upon  those  present  the  great  importance  of  the 
measure.  Difficulties  had  arisen  in  regard  to  the  location 
of  the  proposed  edifice,  which  has  been  talked  of  for  some 
time.  All  these  difficulties  were  happily  harmonized,  the 
site  was  unanimousl}^  agreed  upon,  and  quite  a  number  of 
subscriptions  were  pledged  on  the  spot  for  carrying  out  the 
design.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  increase  the  sub- 
scription list,  and  make  arrangements  for  proceeding  at 
once  with  the  work. 

Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  19th,  in  Trinity 
Church,  Beaufort  county,  after  morning  prayer  by  the 
Rector,  Rev.  Israel  Harding,  I  preached,  confirmed  six 
persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  The  da}' 
"w^as  quite  rainy,  so  that  many  members  of  the  congrega- 
tion, including  several  candidates  for  confirmation,  were  un- 
able to  be  present. 

In  the  afternoon  I  held  service  in  a  Union  Chapel,  in  a 
remote  part  of  the  Parish,  on  the  Newbern  road.  This  is 
a  thickly  settled  neighborhood,  and  until  quite  lately,  the 
services  of  the  Church  have  been  wholly  unknown  there. 
A  considerable  interest  has  been  already  awakened,  and  we 
had  quite  a  good  congregation,  notwithstanding  the  un- 
pleasantness of  the  day.  Three  adults  were  baptized  by 
Mr.  Harding,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  nine  persons. 
Tuesday,  April  21st,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Greenville, 
Pitt  county,  after  morning  prayer  by  Rev.  Messrs.  N.  and 
I.  Harding,  I  preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion.     Preached  again  in  the  same 
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€hurch  in  the  evening.  It  is  much  to  be  deplored  that  with 
-SO  comfortable  a  church  building,  and  in  so  pleasant  a  town, 
we  have  no  resident  clergyman,  and  only  an  occasional 
week  day  service,  which  has  been  kindly  supplied  by  the 
Rev.  N.  Harding.  The  people  seem  most  anxious  to  have 
a  minister,  and  ready  to  do  what  they  can  for  his  support. 
One  or  two  missionary  stations  might  be  very  profitably 
t?stablished  in  the  county,  and  united  with  Greenville  under 
the  same  Rector. 

Thursday,  April  23d,  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Wil- 
liamston,  after  morning  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  B. 
Ilaughton,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Cjmmu- 
nion.  In  the  evening  preached  again  and  confirmed  six 
|»erson3. 

Friday,  April  2-ith,  in  a  Hall  in  St.  Martin's  Parish, 
Camilton,  after  evening  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Ilaughton,  I 
f^reached  and  confirmed  seven  persons. 

St.  Mark's  Day,  April  25th,  I  read  the  Ante-Communion 
Service,  made  an  address,  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
Ki  union. 

Third  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  20t]},  in  Trinity  Church, 
Scotland  Neck,  after  morning  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  J.  Norwood, 
I  preached  and  confirmed  six  persons.  This  service  brought 
me  to  the  close  of  my  regular  visitation.  On  Tuesday  I  re- 
turned to  Raleigh,  and  on  P'riday  went  by  special  request 
on  a  visit  k>  Sali-sbury. 

Saturday  evening.  May  2d,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  after 
livening  prayer  by  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch,  I  preached. 

4th  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  3d,  after  morning  prayer 
by  the  Rector,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. Preached  again  in  tlic  evening,  and  confirmefl 
thirteen  persons. 

On  Monday  I  went  to  Salem,  and  on  Tuesday,  May  5th, 
in   the    Court   House  of    Winston,    (adjoining    Salem)   I 
preached,  after  evening  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Murdoch. 
Great  desire  is  felt  for  a  Church  here,  and  the  opening 
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seems  to  be  a  most  encouraging  one.  jMr.  Murdoch  h  as 
consented  to  supply  them  for  the  present  with  an  occasional 
service,  and  I  trust  we  may  very  soon  be  able  to  provide  a 
suitable  edifice  for  the  services  of  our  Church  in  this  grow- 
ing and  prosperous  neighborhood. 

On  Fridaj^,  May  loth,  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  bap- 
tized an  adult. 

On  the  Sunday  after  Ascension  Day,  May  ITtli,  in  St. 
Augustine's  Chapel,  Raleigh,  after  morning  prayer  by  Rev. 
John  E.  C.  Smedes,  I  preached  and  confirmed  fourteen 
persons,  of  whom  eleven  were  pupils  of  St.  Augustine's  Nor- 
mal School. 

In  the  evening  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  I  preached 
and  confirmed  twenty  persons,  of  whom  seven  were  from  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 

The  summary  of  my  report  is  as  follows :

I  am  thankful  to  say  that  wherever  I  have  gone  in  the 
Diocese,  I  have  been  most  warmly  and  heartily  welcDmed, 
and  I  have  found  a  degree  of  love  for  the  Church,  together 
with  respect  and  afi^ection  for  the  ministr}^  which  it  is  very 
cheering  to  witness.  But  with  all  this  there  seems  to  be 
the  lack,  in  very  many  Parishes,  of  a  proper  sense  of  what 
is  due  to  the  Almighty  in  the  w^ay  of  ofi'erings  for  His 
service.  I  know  full  well  how  much  of  trouble  and  disaster 
has  fallen  upon  large  districts  in  this  Diocese.  Yet  under 
all  these  embarrassment  there  are  duties  which  we  may  not 
attempt  to  escape,  and  if  we  do  seek  to  escape  them,  wo 
only  expose  ourselves  to  the  heavier  judgments  of  God.  A 
low  standard  of  obligation  in  the  way  of  offerings  to  God 
for  the  support  and  extension  of  the  Gospel  has  been  very 
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^videly  adopted,  and  many  honestly  feel  that  they  are  doing 
their  duty  when  not  contributing  by  any  means  in  that 
measure  and  degree  which  God  demands  at  our  hands. 
No  man  who  gives  less  than  one-tenth  of  his  annual  income 
in  offerings  to  God  for  the  maintenance  of  public  worship, 
and  the  extension  of  the  (lospel,  no  one  who  does  less  than 
this  fulfills  the  plainest  requirements  of  Christianity.  Even 
this,  and  more  than  this  was  exacted  under  the  Jewish 
economy,  and  surely,  as  Christians,  our  offerings  should  be 
greater  and  not  less  than  those  of  the  Jews.  In  their  history 
we  find  tiiat  they  were  always  most  prosperous,  and  most 
richly  blessed  when  pouring  liberally  and  bountifully  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Lord,  while  the  heaviest  calamities  and 
judgments  overtook  them  when  they  withheld  their  tithes 
and  their  offerings,  and  sought  only  their  own  self-gratifi- 
cation and  self-indulgence.  If  only  a  more  just  sense  of 
Christian  obligation  prevailed  in  all  our  Parishes  very 
many  of  the  Clergy,  and  especially  of  our  Missionaries  who 
are  now  painfully  straitened  would  be  relieved  of  those 
anxieties  and  embarrassments  to  which  they  certainly 
'Ought  not  be  exposed. 

Nothing  is  more  common  than  to  hear  men  complain 
that  they  really  cannot  afford  to  give  more  than  they  are 
now  giving,  they  seem  quite  forgetful  that  all  their  ability 
comes  from  God  only,  and  surely  He  will  specially  bless 
those  who  strive  to  be  faithful  to  Him.  ''Them  that  honor 
me,  I  will  honor,"  saith  God.  And  again  we  read,  "There 
is  that  scattereth  and  yet  increaseth,  there  is  that  with- 
Jioldeth  more  than  is  meet,  and  it  tendeth  only  to  poverty." 

Let  us  all  strive  duly  to  appreciate  our  several  responsi- 
bilities. A  great  and  noble  field  is  spread  out  before  us  in 
this  large  and  interesting  Diocese.  If  only  we  will  address 
ourselves  to  the  inquiry  as  to  what  we  ought  to  do,  and 
s  Peking  liglit  and  guidance  from  on  high,  go  resolutely  and 
fearlessly  forward,  we  shall  soon  learn  very  clearly  what  are 
our  duties,  and  in  their  discharge  we  shall  find  the  richest 
and  most  abundant  blessings. 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Watson  the  Episcopal  addresses 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  E.  M.  Forbes  that  part  of  the  Bishop's 
address,  relating  to  the  emplo}  ment  of  the  "organized  ser- 
vices of  women  as  helpers  in  the  work  of  the  Church,  was 
referred  to  a  committee  of  three.  The  Bishop  appointed 
ReY.  E.  M.  Forbes,  Rev.  Dr.  Watson  and  R.  H.  Battle,  Jr. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  B.  S.  Bronson  that  part  of  the  Bishop's 
address  relating  to  Christian  education,  was  referred  to  a 
committee  of  three  clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Revs.  B.  S.  Bronson,  E.  M.  Forbes,. 
R.  B.  Sutton,  and  Messrs.  W.  H.  Hardin  and  C.  B.  Denson^ 

On  motion  of  J.  G.  Martin,  the  Secretary  was  allowed  to- 
choose  an  assistant.  The  Secretary  requested  Rev.  Israel 
Harding  to  assist  him. 

S.  L.  Fremont  offered  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  will  meet  every  day  of  the 
session  immediately  after  morning  prayer,  which  shall  com- 
mence at  9  o'clock,  and  adjourn  at  3  o'clock,  p.  m. 

W.  R.  Cox  moved  to  amend  the  resolution,  so  as  to  make- 
the  hour  of  adjournment  2J  o'clock,  p.  m.,  which  was 
agreed  to,  and  the  resolution  as  amended  was  adopted. 

Rev.  Dr.  Watson  read  the  report  of  the  Executive  Mis- 
sionary Committee: 

The  Executive  Missiouary  Committee  respectfully  repoi-t  that 
from  accounts  as  kept  and  presented  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dio- 
cese, it  appears  that  there  has  been  received  from  all  sources  for 
Diocfesan  Missions  within  the  past  Conventional  year  $1,975.58, 
making  inclusive  of  the  balance  from  last  year  $2,708.32.  Out  of 
this  sum,  stipends  varying  in  amount  from  $25  to  $166.67  have 
been  paid  to  22  of  the  clergy  engaged  in  missionary  work,  leaving 
in  hand  upon  the  1st  of  April  for  the  current  year  $879.02.  Since 
April  1st,  and  up  to  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  this  balance 
has  been  increased  by  an  addition  of  $531.91,  making  $1,410.9S 
available  for  appropriations. 

The  Committee  is  painfully  conscious  that  the  appropriations 
are  below  the  nece.s.sities  of  the  missionary  clergy;  but  they  ven- 
ture to  hope  that  the  time  for  better  things  has  come,  and  that  the 
offerings  of  the  faithful  to  this  object  during  the  current  year  may 
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enable  the  Comniitte  to  increase,  if  not  doulle  the  missionary  sti- 
pends.

Rev.  Dr.  Smedes  read  the  report  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, as  follows : 

At  a  meeting  held  in  Fayetteville,  31st  of  May,  1873,  diu'iugthe 
session  of  the  Convention,  certificates  for  Deacon's  orders  were 
given  to  Alexander  Overby  and  Nymphas  Edgar  Price;  and,  W. 
Beaumont  Clarkson  was  recommended  for  entrance  on  a  course  of 
preparation  for  the  holy  ministry. 

D.  M.  BARRINGER,  Secretary. 

At  a  meeting  held  July  9th,  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Huske  was  requested 
to  act  as  Secretary,  and  the  canonical  consent  of  the  Committee 
was  given  to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  Dr.  Benjamin  H.  Paddock, 
Bishop  elect  of  Massachusetts.  The  canonical  testimonial  was 
also  signed  in  favor  of  Alexander  Overby,  desiring  to  be  ordained 
deacon.  A  recommendation  also  to  the  Bishop  was  signed  in 
favor  of  C.  O.  Brady,  applying  for  a  dispensation"  according  to 
title  1st,  canon  2d,  sec.  6,  sub-sections  2  and  3. 

On  the  11th  of  July  testimonials  were  signed  in  behalf  of  Na- 
thaniel Harding,  desiring  to  be  admitted  to  Deacons'  orders. 

August  11th.  Testimonials  for  Deacon's  orders  were  signed  in 
favor  of  George  Bell. 

September  4th.  Testimonials  were  signed  in  favor  of  Edmund 
N.  Jo^'ner  for  Deacon's  orders,  and  on  September  9th,  testimonials 
were  signed  in  favor  of  "NY.  S.  Bynum  as  a  candidate  for  Deacon's 
orders. 

Nov.  13th.  The  canonical  consent  of  the  Committee  was  given 
to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  F.  Spaulding  as  ^Mission- 
ary Bishop  of  Colorado.  At  the  same  meeting  testimonials  for 
Priest's  orders  were  signed  in  favor  of  Rev.  Augustus  Moore 
Flythe  ;  also  testimonijils  for  Deacon's orders'were  signed  i)ifavor- 
of  Prince  Tu:^.i«^on  Rogers,  a  colored  man;  also  Rol)ert  B.  AVind- 
ley  w;i3  recommended  for  entrance  on  a  course  01  pre]iuration  for 
the  holy   ministry. 

At  this  meeting  Thomas  B.  Hill,  Esq.,  was  elected  to  fill  the 
l)lace  in  the  Standing  Committee,  rendered  vicant  by  tlie  lamentc  d 
death  of  the  Hon.  D.  M.  Barringer.  In  memory  of  that  distin- 
guished gentleman  the  following  resolution  was  offered  by  W.  H. 
Battle: 

Bf'Hoh-ed,  That  the  Standing  Counnittee  place  upon  their  min- 
utes their  sense  of  the  loss  of  Hon.  Daniel  M.  Barringer,  one  of 
its  members,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  its  Secretarv. 
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To  fill  the  place  tlius  vacated,  the  Eev.  Aldert  Smedes  \yas  ap- 
pointed SecretaiT. 

December  13th.  Testimonials  were  signed  in  favor  of  the  Rev. 
Charles  J.  Curtis  for  Priest's  orders. 

It  is  the  i)aiiifiil  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee,  in  concluding 
their  report,  to  remind  the  Convention  of  the  removal  by  death  of 
their  late  learned,  wise,  venerated  and  beloved  President,  the 
Rev.  R.  S.  Mason,  D.  D.  The  Committee  in  expressing  their 
deep  sense  of  their  loss,  are  sure  they  have  the  sympathy  of  the 
Diocese,  of  which  he  was  for  so  many  years  a  leading  presbyter, 
and  of  the  Church  at  large,  in  whose  general  councils  he  was  held 
in  the  highest  esteem. 

The  following  resolution  offered  by  the  Hon.  Wm.  H.  Battle  was 
placed  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Committee. 

Resolved,  That  the  Standing  Committee  desire  to  express  its 
deep  grief  at  the  death  of  Rev.  Richard  S.  Mason,  D.  D.,  for  many 
years  its  distinguished  President.

Rev.  B.  S.  Bronsoii  read  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  take  such 
steps  as  may  seem  to  them  expedient  tow^ards  securing  proper- 
ties to  be  owned  by  the  Diocese  as  schools  for  girls,  respectfully 
report  that  in  the  performance  of  their  duty  they  thought  it  best 
to  ascertain  whether  the  jiroperty  now  occupied  by  S^  Mary's 
School  could  be  obtained.  But  on  enquiry  they  found  that  the 
owners  did  not  desire  to  dispose  of  it  in  any  manner.  In  the 
present  state  of  the  Diocese  and  of  the  country,  the  Committee 
have  not  thought  it  advisable  to  take  any  further  action.

As  the  resolution  referring  to  what  action  should  be  taken 
against  those  Parishes  ceasing  to  be  rejjresented  for  two  or  more 
years  to  the  Convention  or  for  resist  "iig  the  authority  of  the  Con- 
vention, >vas  brought  before  the  Conjiiiittee  too  late  for  action 
upon  it,  your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  matter  should  be 
postponed  till  the  next  Convention.

The  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  in  Con- 
vention assembled,  respectfully  petition  your  body  to  take  such 
measures  as  to  yoxvc  wisdom  may  seem  proper  towards  seeming 
an  English  version  of  the  Creed  comm  juI}'  called  the  Nicene,  as 
conformable  as  may  be  to  the  original  text. 

Rev.  R.  B.  Sutton  moved  to  refer  tlio  petition  to  a  Com- 
mittee, which  did  not  pass. 

On  motion  of  H.  A.  London,  Jr..  the  })etition  was  laid  on 
the  table. 

S.  L.  Fremont  offered  the  following  statement,  which,  on 
motion  of  the  Secretary,  was  received  and  ordered  to  be 
spread  upon  the  journal  : 

CORRECTION. 

On  page  10  of  the  journal  of  la.st  year  the  following  words 
occur  :  "S.  L.  Fremont  moved  to  strike  out  of  the  second  reso- 
lution the  words  'tvo  thousand  fire  hundr^'d^  and  insert  'two 
thousand,'  which  did  not  pass." 

The  facts  are  as  follows:  S.L.Fremont  moved  to  stiike  out 
the  words  "two  thousand  five  hundred"  and  insert  "one  thousand." 

J.  G.  Martin  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by  inserting 
"two  thousand." 

After  considerable  discussicTi  ^Ir.  Fi-tMiionI  withdrew  his  amend- 
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ment.     The  question  then  recurring  upon   Mr.  Martin's  amend- 
ment, it  was  lost.

Rev.  D.  H.  Buel  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which 
the  petition  offered  by  Dr.  Watson  was  laid  on  the  table, 
and  it  was  carried. 

Rev.  Dr.  Watson  moved  that  the  petition  be  referred  to  a 
committee  of  five,  which  did  not  pass. 

On  motion  of  W.  F.  Martin  the  petition  was  again  laid 
on  the  table. 

Rev.  R.  W.  Barber  read  a  second  report  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  New  Parishes: 

The  Committee  on  New  Parishes  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
have  examined  the  application  from  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Rocky  Mount,  Nash  county,  and  find  it  m  due  form. 

Besolved,  therefore,  that  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  at 
Rocky  Mount  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention.

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  elect  the  Stand- 
ing Committee.

Rev.  T.  B.  liMigiiton  and  H.  A,  London,  Jr.,  were  ap- 
pointed tellers  for  the  vote  of  the  Clergy,  and  Rev.  W.  R. 
Wetmore  and  L.  Henderson  for  the  vote  of  the  Parishes. 

Pending  the  counting  of  the  ballots,  on  motion  of  K.  P. 
Battle,  it  was  agreed  to  proceed  with  the  election  of  Lay 
Deputies. 

Rev.  J.  J.  Norwood  and  D.  Cutlar  were  appointed  tellers 
ior  the  vote  of  the  Clergy,  and  Ptcv.

Whereas,  This  Diocese  has  pledged  itself  to  divide  as  scon  as 
possible,  therefore 

Re.<o!ved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  consider 
and  report  to  this  Convention  whether  it  is  possible  to  divide  at 
this  time. 

I.  G.  Martin  offered  the  following  amendment  ; 

Strike  out  all  after  resolued  and  insert  "that  a  committee  of 
five  be  appointed  to  consider  and  report  to  the  next  Convention 
some  plan  of  division  for  this  Diocese,  and  if  practicable  such  an 
one  OS  will  still  retain  the  whole  State  or  Diocese  under  the  gov- 
ernment of  one  Convention  or  Council. 

The  amendment  passed,  and  the  resolution  as  amended 
was  adopted. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Rev.  E.  M.  Forbes,  Rev.  A.  A. 
Watson,  D.  D.,  Rev.  J.  C.  Huske,  A.  J.  DcRosset  and  Robert 
Strange. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  E.  M.  Forbes  it  was  resolved  that  the 
next  Annual  Convention  shall  be  held  in  Christ  Church, 
Newbern. 

The  Rev.  E.  M.  Forbes  read  the  report  of  the  Committee 
to  which  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  relating  to  the 
employment  of  the  "  organized  services  of  women  as  helpers 
in  the  work  of  the  Church,"  was  referred. 
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The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  that  portion  of  the  ad- 
di-ess  of  the  Senior  Bisho^D  referring  to  woman's  work,  respectfully 
report  : 

From  the  journal  of  the  General  Convention  of  1874,  it  appears 
(pp.  149  and  150,)  that  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
by  resolution  commended  the  formation  of  organizations  for  wo- 
man's work,  and  recommended  to  the  Dioceses  desiring  the  aid  of 
such  organizations  the  adoption  of  such  measures  as  might  pro- 
mote the  efficiency  of  such  auxiliaries,   and  guard  against  abuses. 

The  General  Convention  moreover  took  joint  action  with  respect 
to  the  revival  of  the  order  of  Deaconesses  appointing  a  joint 
committee  to  report  to  the  next  General  Convention,  that  of  1874. 

Your  Committee  while  beheving  organized  sisterhoods  capable 
of  being  so  conducted  as  to  be  of  inestimable  service  to  the 
Church,  are  yet  inclined  to  think  the  system  of  Deaconesses  less 
liable  to  abuse,  and  more  in  accordance  with  the  Apostolic  plan. 

In  view  of  the  difficulties  attending  the  subject,  and  the  prob- 
ability of  some  action  being  had  in  the  next  General  Convention, 
your  Committee  while  concurring  heartily  in  the  wish  expressed 
by  the  Bishop,  and  while  commending  the  subject  to  the  attention 
of  the  Diocese  as  one  of  great  interest  and  importance,  would  yet 
suggest  that  no  positive  Diocesan  action  be  taken  on  the  subject 
till  after  the  next  General  Convention,  and  the  report  of  the  joint 
committee  above  referred  to — meanwhile. 

They  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved  1.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  Rectors  of 
Parishes  to  avail  themselves  so  far  as  practicable  of  the  organized 
work  of  devout  women  in  subordination  to  the  parochial  and  Dio- 
cesan authorities. 

2.  That  the  further  consideration  of  this  subject  be  postponed 
to  the  next  Diocesan  Convention.

The  resolutions  were  voted  upon  separately  and  adopted  : 

Rev.  B.  S.  Bronson  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  consider  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address 
relating  to  Christian  Education. 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  that  portion  of  the 
Bishop's  addi'ess  touching  Christian  Education,  respectfully  re- 
port that  they  have  considered  the  subject,  and  ask  the  passage  of 
the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  be  continued,  and  during  the 
recess  of  the  Convention  they  be  invested  with  the  power  to  re- 
ceive applications  for  the  location  of  a  Diocesan  School  for  boys, 
and  in  concurrence  with  the  Bishops  of  the  Diocese  to  determine 
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its  locality,  and  take  such  stv?ps  as  may  seem  to  them  expedient 
for  its  establishment.

in  such  manner  as  to  expose  them  to  the  \dew  of  the  people  as 
objects  towards  which  adoration  is  to  be  made,  in  or  after  the 
Prayer  of  Consecration,  or  in  the  act  of  administering  them,  or  in 
carrying  them  to  or  from  the  communicants,  and  any  gesture, 
posture  or  act  implying  such  adoration;  and  any  ceremony  not 
prescribed  as  part  of  the  Order  of  Administration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  or  Holy  Communion  in  the  book  of  Common  Prayer,  and 
the  celebration  or  reception  of  the  Holy  Communion  by  any 
Bishop  or  Priest  when  no  person  receives  with  him ;  likewise  the 
use  at  any  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion  of  any  Hymns, 
Prayers,  Collections,  Epistles  or  Gospels,  other  than  those  ap- 
pointed in  the  authorized  formularies  of  Church,  or  under  §Xiy 
of  Canon  13  of  Title  of  the  Digest,  are  hereby  forbidden." 

On  motion  of  A.  J.  DeRosset  the  Convention  adjourned 
until  to-morrow  morning. 
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Saturday  Morning,  May  23d,  1S74. 
The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
On  motion  of  W.  II.  Battle  the  roll  was  not  called. 
AV.  R.  Fortiscue,  a  lay  delegate,  not  before  present,  took 
his  seat. 

The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  yesterday  were  read 

and  received. 

The  special  order,  the  resolution  of  Rev.  D.  H.  Buel  to  dis- 
sent from  the  proposed  change  in  article  V  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  General  Convention  was  taken  up,  and  the  reso- 
tion  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  D.  H.  Buel,  it  was 

Ilc.^olved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  nominate 
nine  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Rev.  D.  H.  Buel,  Rev.  A.  Smedes, 
D.  D.,  and  Joseph  B.  Batchelor. 

Rev.  N.  C.  Hughes  read  a  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Canons. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  having  considered  the  sub- 
jects referred  to  them,  recommend  to  the  Convention  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Re.iolced  1.  That  these  words  be  added  to  section  1,  Canon 
XXI,  viz  :  "The  collection  for  the  Education  Fund  shall  be  taken 
up  on  the  first  Sunday  after  Trinity." 

2.  That  the  following  Canon  be  enacted,  viz:  A  Board 
of  not  less  than  — ,  or  more  than  —  communicants,  on  nomination 
of  the  Rector  and  concurrence  of  the  Vestry,  shall  aid  the  Rector 
in  arranging  and  carrying  out  such  missionary  work  as  may  be 
possible  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Parish,  and  shall  get  such 
aid  from  the  Parish  as  shall  be  necessaiy. 

N.  COLLIN  HTGHES,  Chau-ma«i. 

The  first  resolution  failed  to  pass. 

Rev.  A.  A.  Benton  moved  to  insert  the  word  "  male  "  be- 
fore "communicants,"  in  the  2d  resolution,  which  was  lost. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  proposed  Canon,  and  it 
was  rejected. 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  George  Patterson,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  tbe  collection  required  by  Canon  XXI,  to  be 
made  annually  for  the  Education  Fund  of  this  Dioc©se„be  made  on 
the  first  Sunday  after  Trinity,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  nominate  Trustees  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  reported  the  following,  viz : 
Rev.  A.  Smedes,  D.  D.,  Rev.  D.  H.  Buel,  Rev.  E.  M.  Forbes, 
Rev.  N.  C.  Hughes,  Rev.  A.  A.  Benton,  A.  J.  DeRosset, 
Kemp  P.  Battle,  James  G.  Martin  and  Thomas  B.  Hill,  all 
of  w^hom  were  confirmed. 

On  motion  of  W.  H.  Battle,  it  was 

BeHoIved,  That  the  next  Annual  Convention  shall  meet  on  the 
thu'd  Wednesday  in  May. 

On  motion  of  W.  H.  Battle  the  Convention  agreed  to 
elect  the  Church  Building  Committee. 

Ballotting  was  dispensed  with,  and  on  motion.  Rev.  Messrs. 
M.  M.  jMarshall,  Luther  Eborn  and  M.  H.  Vaughan  ;  and 
Messrs.  Wm.  R.  Cox  and  Geo.  V.  Strong  were  elected. 

On  motion  of  W.  H.  Battle,  the  Convention  agreed  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  election  of  alternate  deputies  to  the  General 
Convention. 

The  lay  delegation  of  St.  John's  Parish,  Wilmington, 
withdrew^  their  call  for  a  vote  by  orders. 

F.  R.  Rose  moved  to  dispense  with  the  ballot,  which  was 
objected  to. 

Rev.  L.  Eborn  and  John  M.  Little  were  appointed  tellers 
for  the  vote  for  alternate  clerical  deputies,  and  Rev.  R.  B. 
Sutton  and  James  G.  Martin  for  that  for  alternate  lay  depu- 
ties.

The  Committee  again  beg  leave  to  remind  the  clergy  of  the 
l^rovisions  of  the  21st  Canon,  which  requires  at  least  one  coUec- 
tion  in  each  year,  to  be  made  in  each  Parish  in  aid  of  the  Church 
Building  Fund.

Rev.  A.  Smedes,  D.  D.,  read  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church  : 

Tlie  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  report, 
that  the  view  they  are  enabled  to  give  of  the  State  of  the  Church 
is  very  imperfect,  owing  to  the  failure  of  several  Parishes  to  fur- 
nish their  statistics. 

From  the  papers  placed  before  them  they  present  the  following 
items  : 

Baptisms,  625;  Confirmations,  555;  Sunday  School  pupils  and 
catechumens,  4,820;  Communicants,  8,92r>;  Marriages,  134; 
Burials,  270;  Contributions  $50,093  81;  Churches  consecrated,  3; 
Ordained  Deacons,  6;  Priests,  2;  Clergymen  received,  4 ;  Removed, 
5;  Died,  1;  Present  number,  including  the  Bishops,  57. 

The  Committee  couii^ratulate  the  Convention  on  the  cheering 
represf'ntation  made  in  the  addresses  of  tlie  Birhop  and  the  As- 
sistant Bishop  of  the  general  condition  of  the  Diocese.  They 
rejoice  to  learn  of  the  cordial  welcome  with  which  the  Assistant 
Bishop  has  been  every  where  received,  and  to  hope  that  the  good 
effects  anticipated  fi*oni  the  more  minute  Episcopal  supervision  of 
the  Diocese  will  be  fully  realized. 
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As  in  former  reports  of  this  Committee,  tliey  again  large  upon 
tke  Diocese  the  maintenance  of  Parochial  Schools;  -sve  owe  no 
higher  duty  to  our  children  than  to  train  them  in  the  sober, 
righteous  and  Godly  ways  of  our  own  Church. 

In  this  connection  the  Committee  state  with  regret,  that  they 
have  learned  that  in  several  schools  of  our  State  of  the  different 
denominations,  especially  schools  for  girls,  many  of  the  daughters 
of  our  own  Church  are  be  found.  This  injustice  to  our  children 
and  to  our  principles,  the  Committee  have  reason  to  think  grows 
out  of  an  erroneous  impression  that  the  advantages  of  Church 
education,  are  to  be  obtained  only  at  a  higher  cost  than  in  such 
other  schools.  Careful  inquiry  and  comparison,  it  is  beheved, 
will  show  that  even  as  a  matter  of  economy,  it  is  better  for  us  to 
educate  our  children  in  the  institutions  which  the  Church  has 
opened  for  them. 

Here  it  is  proper  to  express  the  cordial  welcome  which  the 
Committee  give  to  the  introduction  of  sisterhoods  in  our  Diocese. 
In  the  homes  sustained  by  the  Parishes  of  St.  James',  "Wilming- 
ton, and  Christ  Chui'ch,  Newbern,  a  beautiful  exemplication  is 
afforded  of  the  admirable  adaptation  of  woman  to  usefulness  in 
the  charitable  institutions  of  the  Church,  and  generally  in  the 
offices  of  love  which  our  Holy  Religion  originates  and  enjoins. 

In  concluding  their  report  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Committee  again 
to  call  attention  to  the  failure,  in  too  many  instances,  of  the 
Parishes  to  pay  the  salaries  promised  to  their  clergymen. 

The  great  impoverishment  of  the  country  doubtless  will  be 
plead  in  excuse  for  this  injustice. 

But  if  the  limit  of  benevolence  so  impressively  commended  to 
the  Diocese  in  the  address  of  our  Assistant  Bishop,  the  consecra- 
tion of  the  tithes  nnto  the  Lord  were  generally  reached,  it  is 
believed  this  reproach  would  be  entirely  rolled  away.  And  not 
only  so,  but  also  our  growing  missionary  work  which  so  urgently 
demands  more  laborers,  that  cannot  now  be  had  for  the  lack  of 
means,  would  be  widely  extended. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  greatest  practical  need  of  the 
Church,  next  to  a  fuller  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  is  that  her  faith- 
ful members  should  understand  and  feel  that  they  are  as  to  all 
their  worldly  goods,  but  stewards  of  God;  and  that  as  honest 
stewards  they  should,  first  of  all,  render  to  him  out  of  all 
their  income.  His  portion  for  His  Church  and  His  poor,  and 
that  only  when  they  have  done  this  have  they  a  light  to  enjoy 
the  remainder  of  their  income,  or  to  expect  God's  blessing 
upon  it. 

That  God's  portion,  at  the  very  least,  is  one  tenth  of  all  we 
have,  we  are  plainly  taught  in  His  word,  and  by  the  practice  of 
His  faithful  people  under  the  Pjitriarchal,  the  Mosaic  and  the 
Christian  dispensations. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  will  p.ainly  en- 
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force  this  principle  of  Christian  gi\4ng  upon  the  minds  and  con- 
sciences of  their  people;  for  npon  this  more  than  any  thing  else 
depend  the   due  support    of  our  PaHshes,    and   the  rapid   and 
vigorous  growth  of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  our  Diocese.

Lists  in  detail  of  all  subscriptions,  bonds,  notes,  &c.,  delivered 
to  the  Committee  are  submitted,  showing  names  of  subscribers, 
amount  of  interest  paj^able,  dates  of  payments,  credits  for  cash 
payments,  terms  of  the  condition  where  the  promise  is  condi- 
tional, etc.,  embracing  the  securities  realized  by  Rev.  Dr.  Watson, 
Rev.  Mr.  Bronson,  Rev.  Mr.  Weston  and  Rev.  jVIr.  Hughes. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hughes  be  re- 
quested to  canvass  the  Parishes  not  already  visited  by  him. 

The  Committee  can  see  no  good  result  in  their  farther  continu- 
ance. The  bon.V',  etc.,  received  by  the  agent  have  been  or  will 
be  delivered  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  If  the  agent  be 
authorized  to  visit  the  remaining  Parishes,  it  will  avoid  trouble 
for  him  to  make  settlements  directly  with  the  Treasurer.  The 
Committee  therefore  ask  to  b-  discharged. 

The  collection  of  the  instalments  as  they  become  due  on  notes, 
etc.,  will  demand  more  labor  than  the  Treasurer  should  be  called 
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on  to  perform.  The  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  he  be 
authorized  to  employ  a  clerk  for  the  purpose,  to  be  compensated 
out  of  the  fund. 

The  Committee  ofter  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  That  Rev.  N.  Collin  Hughes,  agent  for  the  permanent  Epis- 
copal Fund,  be  instructed  to  deliver  all  monies,  notes,  etc.,  here- 
after received  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

2.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  is  instructed  to  collect  all 
amounts  which  may  become  due  on  subscriptiotis  from  time  to 
time,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  employ  a  clerk  on  such  terms 
as  he  ma}'  deem  reasonable,  to  be  compensated  out  of  the  fund. 
And  the  Finance  Committeee  ai-e  directed  to  prepare  a  plan  for 
the  collection  and  custody  of  all  funds  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate,  and  report  to  the  next  session  of  the  Convention. 

3.  All  monies  which  may  come  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
vshall  be  invested  from  time  to  time  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Trustees  to  hold  property  for  the  Diocese. 

4.  The  Committee  on  the  Permanent  Episco2)al  Fund  are,  at 
their  request,  discharged  from  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

The  resolutions  were  voted  upon  separately  and  adopted. 
Rev.  Dr.  Watson  read  the  report  of  the  Committee   on 
Finance : 

The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  report: 

Tliat  they  have  examined  the  Treasurer's  report  and  the  accom- 
panying vouchers,  and  find  them  correct  and  in  order. 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  perceive  that  the  contributions 
for  the  past  year  have  been  in  advance  of  those  for  the  previous 
year  ;  but  regret  to  be  obliged  to  except  from  this  statement  those 
for  the  Education  Fund.  The  great  importance  of  this  fund  in 
aiding  to  provide  for  the  ministry  of  the  Church  a  supply  of  men 
of  a  higher  order  of  education,  leads  them  to  hox^e  that  the  Dio- 
cese may  do  better  in  this  respect  also  in  the  time  to  come. 

The  number  of  Parishes  contributing  to  all  the  Diocesan  funds 
has  been  greater  this  past  year  than  before.  But  even  so,  only 
.six  out  of  the  whole  number  have  done  this. 

•  The  Committee  have  been  led  to  hope  that  the  awakened  atten- 
tion of  the  Diocese  to  the  necessity  for  meeting  more  faithfull}^ 
the  assessment  for  the  current  Episcopal  and  Contingent  Fund, 
may  have  a  practical  and  permanent  effect  m  securing  a  better 
reliance  for  the  Treasurer,  and  a  better  support  for  the  Episco- 
pate. To  aid  in  this  result,  it  has  been  suggested  to  the  Com- 
mittee, and  the  Committee  do  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  be 
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requested  to  insert  in  his  printed  reports  a  column  indicating  the 
amount  assessed  upon  each  Parish  for  this  purpose. 

In  this  connection  the  Committee  report  that  the  only  apphca- 
tions  for  a  modification  of  the  contingent  assessment  during  the 
past  jear  have  been  from  St.  Peter's,  Washington,  and  in  behalf 
of  St.  Joseph's  colored  congregation,  Fayetteville  ;  St.  Peter's 
Parish  asking  for  a  reduction  of  their  assessment  to  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  St.  Joseph's  that  their  assessment  should 
be  reduced  to  thirty  dollars. 

In  both  cases  the  Committee  have  thought  it  wise  to  grant  the 
apphcation.  It  should  be  understood,  however,  that  their  power 
to  do  this  is  only  for  the  current  year. 

The  Committee  have  examined  the  condition  of  the  several 
Diocesan  accounts  in  accordance  with  the  resolutions  passed  at 
this  Convention,  rejecting  those  which  in  their  opinion  are  worth- 
less. They  find  the  following  cash  balances  on  hand,  as  reported 
by  the  Treasurer:

The  Committee  have  given  especial  attention  to  the  condition 
of  the  Permanent  Fund.  They  have  examined  with  as  much  care 
as  the  time  would  permit,  the  securities  and  other  evidences  of 
debt  upon  this  account,  both  those  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer, 
and  those  which  have  not  yet  bean  transferred  to  that  officer,  but 
remain  in  the  hands  of  the  special  agent,  or  in  those  of  the  Per- 
manent Fund  Committee.  They  have  arrived  at  the  following  es- 
timates, viz:

*The  above  Rtfitement  of  the  condition  of  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund 
iK,  unfortunately,  inacourate.  At  tlie  request  of  tlie  Cliairman  of  the  Perma- 
nant  Fund  ('oinniittee,  the  followinitf  memorandum  is  inserted,  viz: 

"The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  tiie  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund  calls  the 
attention  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  since  the  adjourjiment  of  then  Con- 
vention to  the  fact,  that  owing  to  a  misapprehension  in  the  hurry  of  Conven- 
tion business,  some  lar^e  items  of  subscription  were  counted  twice." 

The  Committee  on  Finance  have,  therefore,  in  concurrence  with  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Permanent  Fund  ConiBnittee,  and  by  the  help  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese,  made  a  careful  review  of  all  the  subscriptions,  notes,  bonds  and 
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From  this  statenieut  it  will  appear  that  the  whole  proposed 
fund  has  been  contributed  or  pledged,  and  that  therefore,  the 
conditional  subscriptions  have  become  positive  in  their  obligation. 

Even  estimating  the  railroad  or  other  securities  at  their  present 
market  value,  it  will  be  found  that  the  fund  at  this  time,  (inclusive 
of  the  conditional  subscriptions)  amounts  to  $40,262  79. 

The  Committee  congratulates  the  Diocese  upon  this  result. 
But  they  would  remind  their  brethren  : 

1.  That  much  of  the  permanent  fund  yields  at  present  (and  for 
some  time  to  come  will  yield)  no  income. 

2.  That  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  has  doubled  the 
necessities  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommend,  that  the  agent  be  re- 
quested to  continue  his  work,  and  to  urge  forward  the  Permanent 
Episcopal  Fund  to  its  highest  attainable  proportions. 

And  the}'  ti-ust  that  the  several  Parishes,  by  scrupulous  pay- 
ments of  the  amounts  annually  assessed  upon  each,  will  aid  in  this 
effort.  Not  only  the  comfort  of  the  Episcopate,  but  the  prosperity 
of  the  Diocese  are  concerned  in  this  matter.

Having  accepted  at  the  Convention,  in  Fayetteville,  an  appoint- 
ment to  canvass  the  Diocese  in  order  to  solicit  contributions  to 
the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  I  entered  upon  that  work  about 
the  middle  of  September.  My  official  acts  prior  to  that  time  are 
reported  by  the  Rev.  N.  Harding.  Several  baptisms  afterwards 
administered  by  myself  as  reported  by  Rev.  Mr.  Phelps.  Since 
September  my  time  has  been  almost  wholly  occupied  by  the  can- 
vass About  two-thirds  of  the  Parishes,  including  almost  all  of 
the  larger  ones  have  been  visited.  The  contributions  received 
by  me  amount  in  the  gross  to  between  $13,000  and  $14,000.     Be- 
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sides  this  I  have  received  a  number  of  verbal  pledges  for  si^ecific 
amounts.  Almost  everywhere  my  application  was  responded  to 
freely,  although  made  at  a  time  of  great  financial  depression. 
From  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  generally  I  have  met  with 
courtesy  and  cordial  co-operation,  but  from  both  Clergy  and 
Laity,  a  generous  and  highly  appreciated  hospitality,  liy  God's 
blessing  the  fund  is  now  in  a  promising  condition,  encouraging 
the  hope  that  there  will  be  ere  long  a  diminution  of  the  assess- 
ment, and  that  opportunity  will  be  afii'orded  to  the  Church  to  de- 
vote itself  to  charities  which  call  loudly  for  increased  attention.

The  present  Rector  of  this  Church  entered  upon  the  discharge 
of  his  duties  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  Nov.  30,  1873.  His 
time  is  equally  divided  between  this  place  and  Enfield. 

The  httle  band  of  Christian  worshippers  at  St.  Clement's  de- 
serve great  credit  for  their  liberahty  and  zeal.  They  have  erected 
a  commodious  house  of  worship,  highly  attractive  in  appearance 
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and  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended,  at  an 
expense  of  $2,000,  more  than  $1,600  of  which  was  raised  among 
themselves;  and  with  the  help  of  a  recently  organized  Church  at 
Enfield,  are  endeavoring  to  sustain  the  regular  services  of  the 
Church  without  seeking  the  aid  of  any  Missionaiy  Society — Dio- 
cesan or  General. 

St.  Clement's  Church  was  consecrated  to  the  services  of  Al- 
mighty God  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  on  the  first  Sunday  in 
Lent.  The  congregations  habitually  in  attendance  are  highly  en  - 
couraging,  and  what  is  not  very  common,  ordinarily,  the  attend- 
ance of  the  men  largely  exceed  that  of  the  women.  Besides  the 
money  raised  during  the  past  j'ear  to  pay  for  the  completion  of 
the  building,  nearly  $150  dollars  has  been  contributed  to  pur- 
chase a  Communion  Service,  Pulpit  Bible,  Parish  Register  and 
stove. 

The  number  of  children  in  our  Sunday  School  is  not  quite  so 
large  as  was  I'eported  to  the  last  Convention.  This  was  caused 
by  the  removal  of  the  Sunday  School  to  the  Church  at  Ringwood, 
thus  carrying  it  beyond  the  reach  of  several  of  the  pupils  who 
formerly  attended  it,  and  who,  but  for  this  circumstance,  would 
attend  it  still.

From  the  close  of  the  last  Convention  to  the  1st  of  October, 
1873,  I  continued  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Ehzabeth  City.  My 
official  acts  there  during  that  interval,  w^ill  be  duly  reported  by 
the  present  incumbent.  For  the  next  six  weeks,  I  was  engaged 
in  missionary  work  in  the  counties  of  Granville  and  Franklin  ; 
having  preached  once  at  a  country  house  within  the  Parochial 
boundaries  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Oxford,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Rector  ;  twice  at  St.  James'  Church,  Kittrell's  Springs,  in  one 
instance  administering  the  Holy  Communion,  and  twice  in  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Louisburg.  On  the  15th  of  November  of  the  same 
year  in  answer  to  the  unanimous  call  of  the  Vestry,  and  at  the 
suggestion  of  Bishop  Atkinson,  I  accepted  the  Rectorship  of  St.

in  other  words,  for  demoralizing  a  man  or  a  community 
than  to  establish  the  confessional  and  subject  men  and 
women  to  it? 

Again,  C'onfession,  according  to  the  principles  of  this 
system,  is  to  be  followed  by  absolution,  which  does  not 
merely  declare,  but  does  effectually  convey,  the  remission  of 
sin.  Now,  what  a  temptation  does  this  furnish  to  })Oor 
human  nature  to  indulge  a  sinful  inclination,  since  the  sin 
is  so  soon  and  so  certainly  to  be  wii)ed  out?  Is  this  an 
imaginary  danger?  I  think  that  there  is  no  reasonable 
doubt,  that  wherever  Auricular  Confession  is  an  established 
institution,  that  these  sins  are  committed  the  more  readily 
and  the  more  frequently,  because  of  the  expectation  of  the 
benefits  of  absolution,  i.  e.,  a  certain  and  speedy  pardon. 

Again,  consider  the  effects  of  Auricular  Confession  in  the 
suggestion  of  wicked  thoughts  or  acts  to  those  who  might 
have  remained  ignorint  of  them.  In  that  respect,  the 
"Homo  Apostolicus,"  an  approved  manual  for  confessors  in 
the  Church  of  Rome,  contains  matters  of  a  very  dangerous, 
and  even  pernicious  nature.  And  if  it  be  said  that  there  is 
no  such  peril  in  our  own  Church,  my  reply  is,  that  it  does 
exist,  even  with  us. 

There  is  a  book  cailed  ''The  Priest  in  Absolution,"  de- 
signed for  those  who  receive  confessions  in  the  Church 
of  England,  and  of  which  there  are  copies  in  this  country, 
a  book  which  I  have  reason  to  believe  is  habitually  used  by 
at  least  some  clergymen  in  this  country,  and  which  appears 
to  be,  to  a  certain  extent,  an  abridged  translation  of  the 
''Homo  Apostolicus,"  not  less  objectionable  in  substance  and 
more  faulty  in  form,  inasmuch  as  it  is  written  in  English, 
while  Lignori's  book  is  in  Latin.  I  am  compelled  to  believe 
that  the  general  use  of  either  would  exert  an  unfavorable 
influence  on  the  morals  of  any  community. 

Now,  it  may  be  useful  to  inquire  how  do  these  reason- 
ings accord  with  facts.  Undoubtedly  the  practice  of  Au- 
ricular Confession  was  introduced  for  the  purpose  of  deep- 
ening devotion  and  purifying  morals.  Has  it  subserved 
that  purpose,  or  has  it  not  rather  been  a  great  and  calami- 
tous mistake?  What  is  the  state  of  morals  in  the  coun- 
tries in  which  Auricular  Confession  is,  in  the  main,  not 
practiced,  as  compared  with  that  which  we  find  in  those 
countries  in  which  it  is  generally  observed? 

In  a  book  published  by  the  Rev.  M.  Hobart  Seymour, 
called  "Evenings  with  the  Romanists,"  I  find  some  remark- 
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able  statistics,  for  which  he  cites  very  weighty  authorities. 
Thus,  with  regard  to  murders  committed  in  England,  he 
cites  the  tables  laid  before  Parliament,  and  published  by 
order  of  the  House,  in  1852,  and  it  thus  appears  that  the 
proportioQ  of  murders  to  the  entire  population  of  England 
and  Wales,  in  1851,  w\as  four  to  every  million. 

In  Ireland,  by  returns  laid  before  Parliament  in  1851,  the 
average  of  the  committals  for  murder  for  each  year  during 
the  period  of  the  seven  preceding  years,  was  nineteen  for 
each  million  of  population. 

In  Belgium,  it  appears  by  returns  laid  before  the  King  by 
the  Minister  of  Justice,  and  published  in  1852,  that  the 
number  of  committals  for  murder  in  each  year,  for  a  period 
of  ten  years,  produces  an  average  of  eighteen  murders  in 
each  million  of  the  population.  Belgium  is  an  exception- 
ally moral  country  as  compared  with  the  other  Continental 
countr  es  of  Europe. 

He  cites  the  statement  of  the  administration  of  criminal 
justice  in  France  in  1851,  presented  by  command  to  the 
Emperor  by  the  Minister  of  Justice,  as  showing  the  number 
of  persons  committed  before  the  civil  tribunal  for  murder 
in  that  year,  and  adding  to  that  the  estimated  number  tried 
before  military  tribunals  that  year,  he  finds  that  the  average 
was  thirty  to  each  million  of  the  population. 

Not  to*^  dwell  on  the  statistics  of  each  country  in  Conti- 
nental Europe,  I  will  cite  those  as  given  by  him,  that  apply 
to  Naples. 

He  refers  to  Mittermaier  for  the  crimnial  calendar  of 
Naples  for  1832^  and  gives  the  enormous  number  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy-four  murders  for  each  million  of  the 
population. 

With  regard  to  another  class  of  crimes,  the  statement 
laid  before  Parliament  by  the  Registrar-General  of  Eng- 
land, in  his  return  for  1851,  shows  that  in  the  London 
division  four  per  cent,  of  the  births  were  illegitimate. 
The  official  returns  for  Paris  for  1850,  published  by  the 
Bureau  des  Longitudes,  give  the  proportion  for  illegitimate 
births  in  that  city  as  thirty  three  per  cent.  And  in  Vienna, 
as  shown  by  official  tables  published  by  the  Ministerial 
Secretary,  the  yearly  average  of  such  births  from  1848  to 
1851  reached  the  monstrous  proportion  of  fifty-one  per  cent. 

Compare  then  the  moral,  social  and  political  conditon  of 
England  with  that  of  the  Continental  countries  to  which  I 
have  referred,  and  it  is  as  the  healthful  atmosphere  of  a 
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mountain  to  the  pestilential  exhalations  of  a  morass.  I 
certainly  do  not  attribute  this  remarkable  dilFerence  ex- 
clusively to  the  practice  of  Sacramental  Confession,  but  inas- 
much as  this  is,  beyond  doubt,  a  very  powerful  agency,  its 
results  clearly  seem  to  be  not  favorable  to  the  purity  of 
morals,  but  tending-,  manifestly,  in  the  opposite  direction. 
Introduce  Sacramental  Confession  into  any  community,  and 
the  secret  of  every  woman  who  uses  that  instrument  for 
disburdening  the  conscience  is  in  the  breast  of  the  Priest, 
and  she  comes  under  his  power.  The  secret  of  every  man 
who  uses  it,  (and  they  are  comparatively  but  few,)  and  that 
man  comes  under  his  power.  The  Priest  habitually  receives 
confidences  which  neither  husband,  father  or  mother  shares, 
and  which  generally  ought  to  be  trusted  to  none  but  God, 
alone. 

I  conclude,  then,  that  Sacramental  Confession  is  not  au- 
thorized by  Scripture,  was  unknown  to  the  Primitive 
Church,  is  disallowed  by  the  Church  of  England,  except  in 
some  few  jealously  guarded  cases,  is  even  in  those  cases  dis- 
allowed by  the  American  Church,  except  in  the  single 
instance  of  a  criminal  about  to  be  executed,  was  never 
required,  even  in  the  Church  of  Rome,  until  the  13th 
century,  has  been  found  by  large  and  long  experience  to  be 
pernicious  to  morals  and  injurious  to  the  peace  and  happi- 
ness of  society,  and,  therefore,  ought  by  all  who  love  this 
Church  of  ours  and  this  country  of  ours  to  be  resisted  and 
rejected.
